But Anti-Subsidy Legislators Re- 


main Determined to Prevent Bill’s 
Passage at All Hazards.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Before the 
Benate and the House, assembled in| 
Joint session, President Harding ex- | 
plained today that his purpose in call- | 
ing Congress at this time was in the oh 
terest of the Administration Ship Sub- 
sidy bill. If the character of the recep- 
tion of his address is indicative of the 
feeling of Senators and Representatives, 
the President's pet measure will have 
hard sledding. Congress showed a cold- 
ness toward the ship subsidy question 
that must have been depressing to the 
President. 

Mr. Harding went before the Congress, | 
however, with the knowledge of wide- 
spread hostility toward the bill in both 
the Senate and the House. Senator Cap- 
per, head of what is left of the bipar-| 
tisan farm bloc, and Senator La Fol-| 
lette, leader of the new radical group to 
be organized on a country-wide basis 
next month, had denounced the bill, and 
they repeated their criticisms of it today | 
after hearing the President read his ad- 
dress. Both these Senators are Repub- 
licans. In several Western States ship 
subsidy was an issue in the recent po- 
litical campaign, and it is claimed that 
the opposition to it was very marked. 

The Ship Subsidy bill as amended by 
the Merchant Marine Committee was}! 
filed in the House today. 

In his address Mr. Harding did not 
fail to take cognizance of this opposi- 
tion. He came back hard at the op- 
ponents of the measure. The Dill, he} 
contended, should not be considered as 
providing a subsidy in the sense of as- | 
®ociating it with ‘special privilege,’’| 
but he added, ‘‘ Call it a subsidy, since | 
there are those who prefer to appeal to 
mistaken prejudice than make frank and} 
logical argument."’

THREE RIVERS, Mich., Nov. 21. 
Fifty thousand dollars for a single 
strawberry plant was paid today by 
Frank E. Beatty, President of the 
R. M. Kellogg Company, a fruit, 
growing concern. 

The plant is to be known as ‘* Rock- 
hill,’ in honor of its grower, Harlow 
Rockhill of Conrad, Iowa. The price 
is believed here to be the highest ever 
paid for a single strawberry plant. 
The plant bears in early Summer and 
begins again in the late Summer, 
bearing continuously until frost 
cemes. 

‘‘ We are paying the price, not with 
the idea of making a profit, but as an 
incentive to growers and breeders of 
plants to develop new varieties,’’ sald 
Mr. Beatty, who is a nationally 
known expert on strawberry culture.

FULL TEXT OF THE SPEECH. 


Once upon a time, a thousand years 
ago, in an Indian village, there came 
an old Buddhist, and he told the vil- 
lagers he was going to preach the 
good word, and they were glad to 
have him do so. He told them he 
would teach them how to be good and 
love each other, which in that time 
was a very difficult undertaking. 
{Laughter.] So they all assembled, 
and there, under one of those giant 
trees, which are the beauty of this 
country, he was to teach them 
ef the good word. And as the 
old man was going to open his mouth 
there came a bird—a beautiful bird— 
whd sat on one of the highest 
branches, and there the bird began to 
ging and sing and sing. He sang for 
a long time, and the more he sang 
the more ravished they all were. It 
seemed that they understood what he 
meant. And when he went the old 
monk got unr and said, ** Good-bye, 
gentlemen, the sermon has been 
preached.’’ [Laughter.] 

I feel very much like the old monk. 
{Laughter.] It seems to me as if 
some of us are sitting under a very 
beautiful tree, with beautiful foliage, 
and certainly there are a great many 
birds. [Laughter.] I know it not by 
the singing, but by the flapping of 
the wings. [Laughter.] 

That was a very wise man. But I 
am not wise. Therefore, when our 
eminent President asked me to speak, 
I will speak. In fact, you may have 
heard it, I came here on purpose for 
that.. And first I will tell you that I 
am more accustomed to grinning faces 
than the smiling faces of ladies, and 
that I am rather—although it has not 
happened very often—rather timid, 
slightly. 

First, of course, I must thank you 
for the really wonderful welcome 
which I have met in this country, 
which is most marvelous, since only 
no more than fifty-seven years ago 
[laughter] I came fresh from the Im- 
perial jails of Napoleon III. [laughter] 
to find there was another way of liv- 
ing, and a much better way. 


Young Man’s View. 


I was in that happy time where a 
young man of some imagination thinks 
everything is possible to him. There is 
no hard task. What men for hundreds 
of years and thousands of years have 
been trying to uecomplish and fatled— 
he can do. He has the heart, the 
mind, the knowledge, and he can do it. 
So I brought this fresh outlook here. 
I don’t know whether it has been ap- 
preciated. I have never been assured 
of that. [Lavghter.] But I looked 
around and I learned what Europe 
hadn’t taught me—to help myself. 


And now, like the pupil who comes 
back to his teacher who has gained 
experience, I come back and it le very 
different. I come back with changed 
ideas and to express my thanks for the 
good practical education that I re- 
ceived. I say practical because, of 
course, I do not come here to learn 
new things, and so I came with the 
American spirit and ready to find 
fault in different ways. But I must 
confess that I did not find as many 
faults as I expected. And today, hav- 
ing been taught independence, I have 
been trying to find advice. I have no 
mission; I did not come with a mis- 
sion from anybody. 


Therefore, I made up my mind that 
after all democracy was Hberty, and 
I think it is the best government to 
be responsible for your own faults 

instead of others. And there I was 
fn iny little pleasant house on the sea 
and the beach a little too far so that 
you could see it, and I heard that 
there have been bad words for France. 
I did not like that at all, and as for 
myself I say what words. At the 
game time, there came people and 
hard critics, one a very distinguishel 
Englishman, and I said well, now, 
if England misjudges France and the 
Americans misjudge France, what are 
we going to do; I’had better go and 
gee what is the matter.

America and France, 


But I was so much encouraged that 
at last I came, and now my thought 
is this: These two countrfes, America 
and France, have had a great deal in 
common in some of the greatest events 
that have ever been seen in war. They 
had the good fortune to open a new 
era, not only in the human thought, 
but to open the time, the era, when 
maybe justice, hope, good-will and 
righteousness would be realized on 
earth. 

The beauty of this was that there 
was a romance between America and 
France. I do not know two other peo- 
ples among which there is such a 
stretch of imagination. That is the 
thought that brought me-here. After 
all, I am an old man, although you 
may not think so, but I am a very, 
very ola man, and after I am gone 
I do not know in what measure I will 
be interested in some of the questions 
that have been most interesting in my 
life. 

That is the romance General Pérsh- 
ing could tell you when he came to 
France, The first thing he sald some- 
thing: He went to Lafayette’s tomb 
and said, ‘‘ Lafayette, we are here.’’ 
{Applause.] And here you were, and 
there you stood during the worst days. 
I saw the man, and I saw the chief, 
very often he may have thought, but 
I was comforted by their sight. I 
wanted to speak with them, and I 
sometimes had quarrels with General 
Pershing, beautiful quarrels. [Laugh- 
ter.] I said, ‘‘I don’t know what is 
your power to say yes, but I know 
what is your power to say no.”’ A bad 
quarrel between usp Was that as soon 
as the American soldiers came I 
wanted them to go to the front and 
he wanted them to go to the front, 
too, but, of course, he couldn't 
send them as they were. He had to 
organize, he had to prepare, he had 
to concentrate the whole thing under 
the American flag. He didn’t want to 
go to battle without an American 
army, and he was right [applause], 
and so was I. I was right too. [Laugh- 
ter.] Because our men were falling 
dreadfully. I will speak of that in a 
moment. And I was in a great hurry. 
It was a long time before the first 
American soldiers came after the 
declaration of war, and we had to 
wait, and waiting meant hundreds of 
thousands of men falling and falling. 
And so, whether I think of the reality 
of the brave, of the magnificent Amer- 
ican soldiers and officers and chiefs 
that I have seen at the front, or 
whether I consider that magnificent 
story of '76, when you brought into 
the world that wonderful nation, when 
you fought for the right to live and 
the equal right to pursue happiness. It 
was the first time it had been heard 
in the world. I am not sure the ene- 
mies of that time, the European ene- 
mies, did not laugh at it and that it 
was all nonsense. Now they may 
come and see what those children have 
become, what giants they have become, 
and what things have been accom- 
plished. I came here with the idea 
that I want to get romance. And if 
I have not met with the feelings I 
hope, then the romance is over. But 
I must explain to you in what feelings 
I was. 

What He Wants of America. 


Now, I am not going to ask you 
for money. You have too much of it. 
{Laughter}. I. want something much 
more than that, much more valuable. 
I want yourself, your heart and soul. 
I want that thing that we call in 
France the thing that cannot be 
weighed in human skins, a little thing, 
which is a kind of kin-feeling of one 
human being toward another. That 
may exist and does exist between such 

nations as ours, and that is what I 
want of you. 

I don’t come to make you take any 
decision or try to have any influence 
over your political men to come to any 
decision or plan whatever. None of 
this. I am not an official, have no 
mission, and am glad of it, and I don’t 
think I have any right to influence 
any American decision whatever. : But 
I come here with this idea: That the 
explanations that I am giving to you 
may change your minds if you have 
been thinking in a different way, and 


hoping that they will change your 


hearts, as France’s heart has been 
changed toward America. I have some 
friendly criticism to bring, and I think 
it is worthy of yousand of me that we 
exchange them in this most democratic 
way. 

I have no intention of making a 
speech or a lecture or any such thing 
as that. You may see it. I simply 
talk. I want to talk. I want to ex- 
plain what have been my thoughts for 
three years. I have been away from 
any act of the Government. I have 
spent all that time in a quiet place 
which I love, thinking, thinking of you 
very often, thinking of France above 
all, and now I bring my thoughts to 
you for some adjustment between us 
both. I hope, I am not sure. 

We have been in the midst of a great 
erisis. I say the greatest crisis in 
events because none of us can say how 
long this crisis is going to last, and 
whether it won’t grow at some time 
worse than it is now. Why should 
peace be hard up to Hve? Why .can- 
not we find common means for pre- 
serving peace? I must say that this 
war was brought about in the sequence 
of events, and now that it is over we 
must do something to preserve the 
peace. The War caused the world to 
get into a situation in which it has 
never before been. And now that we 
have peace we must preserve peace. 
I did not come here with a mission, 
and I am glad of it. I came here to 
seek to preserve the friendship of 
America for France, as France ex- 
tends the friendship to America. I will 
try to make you understand what I 
mean. And it is for that purpose that 
I have come to America. 


Deesn't Want Another Invadion. 


Let me explain to you the feelings 
that I find in my heart. When after 
seeing two invasions in one lifetime, 
two invasions of France, devastations 
of every kind, is it strange if I do not 
want to see another? You may call 
me militaristic, you may call me im- 
perialistic, but I do not accept the 
. Teproach, and I return it by asking 
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Clemenceau Asks More Than Mone 


why, did not Germany show herself 
to be militaristic and imperialistic? To 
France there came after 1871 a long 
period of fifty years, forty-six, some- 
thing like that, duringy which Germany 
threatened us eight times to war, 
eight times. And the only word we 
got from her at the time was sharp- 
ehed swords, high explosive powder. 
Just es & defiance to England, she 
said: ‘‘ Our future is on the ocean.”’ 
England did not like it. But the 


goverhing powers have such responei- © 


bilities that I do not like to blame 
them too easily, But thé governing 
power, not only In England but in a 
great Mahy other nations that I could 
hame, Baw the danger, but wafted to 
avoid it.* Of course, it Was very wise, 


but it fs wise, too, to prepare In case . 


the worst comes, and the worst did 
come. At the time England sent Mr. 
Haldane, who was the Minister of 
War, to Germany to try if matters 
could be arranged, and Haldahe, who 
was a friend of Germany, was received 
in such @ Way that he had nothing to 
do but to come back. Chance had it 
that. I saw him a litth while after. 


And good fortune had it, too, that I 
met that same time Mr. Lloyd George 


in Carlsbad. That is the first time 
I saw him.. Of coufse, I was: prome- 
nading everywhére With my prediction, 

‘We are going toward a great war. 
Germany wants a war.’’ 

When hs came to Paris he said: ‘‘ You 
are the first men I came to see, be- 
cause I was wrong. You afe right. 
You first saw what was to happén, but 
I did not.’’ I have seen a great many 
things that have happened. I did not 
want to look for a quarrel with Mr, 
Lloyd George in that matter. Lloyd 
George made a mistake at the time, 
but I took him as a representative of 
the British mind at the time. 


‘*‘ Suppose England Had Prepared.” 


3ut suppose ngland had foreseen 
and suppose England had prepared, 
when the war came at last she would 
have been ready, and the French were 
not ready, hardly ready, having no 
heavy artillery, and the British were 
not ready and America was not ready, 
either. So what were our people to do? 
What were we to do but fight and fall? 
When I think of the fight of the 
Marne I can understand why the 
soldier would not go and why he fell 
back from the powder, and he went to 
the doors of Paris and there he stopped 
and finally repelled the enemy. 

Now, the war had come. Monsieur 
Lloyd George, of course, did not say 
that we were the ones to provoke it, 
but he made me very clearly under- 
stand that we had a touch of militar- 
ism. We! We! We! Militarism, be- 
fore the war, when the German Em- 
peror had been claiming his right to 
domination in so clear terms that the 
world could not make any mistake 
about it! I don’t pretend that we may 
be in the state of mind that Mr. Lloyd 
George was at the time, and that 
things are going awry, and quite dif- 
ferent from what you expected. At 
that time nopody told us we were 
militarists, nobody at that time told 
us we were imperialists. The more 
soldiers you had the better, the better 
they had been instructed the more 
good you could do with them. The 
worst of it is that the war began by 
the invasion of Belgium. Please do 
not forget that. It is a great pity that 
the province of Alsace-Lorraine wes 
dismembered. 

Now, I don’t come to America to 
abuse the Germans or anybody. I am 
charged with militarism, but I believe 
I have a right to bring the facts be- 
fore you, and it fs a fact that Belgium 
was violated by one of those who had 
guaranteed its safety. That is not 
very encouraging for the future, and 
those who ask me to make arrange- 
ments with Germany, I make answer 
to them, ‘‘ What is worth that sig- 
nature?’’ ‘' What is worth that pa- 
paper?’’ There may be some bankers 
among you here. Suppose a man fails 
to pay his check. Would you be will- 
ing to trust him for another? It is 
not likely. [Applause.) 

There were some worse things, and I 
have to mention them so that you will 
understand the case. Now, I don’t 
mean to pursue any hatred forever 
against them. Not at all. They have 
been a great nation, and they will be a 
great nation again. I am not opposed 
to that, as long as they don’t dismem- 
ber my nation. Now, the violation of 
oaths, the violation of signatures. 
Now, if I speak of all this, it is be- 
cause you must understand what is 
this feeling that we may be asked to 
entertain toward Germany. There are 
no differences exclusively between the 
French and the Germans. They afe 
differences between Germany and the 
rest of the world. The rest of the 
World live in good faith. They live on 
the idea that a signature and an en- 
gagement is a signature and is an en- 
Sagement. And a man who doesn’t 
think in those terms—well, I will leave 


| it to you what to do. 


I have seen during this war General 
Pershing over there and I was a great 
admirer of him and the American sol- 
diers. I am-a great admirer of the 
English soldiens; they were very brave 
and when called upon to do things, al+ 
ways did them well. But may I say a 
word about the French soldier? He 
was very atern and he was very pa- 
triotic and he did his duty without 
question. I remember that In one of 
the battles of the war a group of sdl+ 
diers were gathered together in a cer- 
tain place. It was an exposed place, 
a place where the bullets were flying 
around thick and fast, and oné of the 
commanders came along and asked 
them what they were doing there, and 
they said they wree resting; that they 
had been told to rest, and that they 
were resting, and they had " rested '’ 
where they were in an exposed posl- 
tion, risking their lives from the bul+ 
lets that were flying around, simply 
because they were told to rest, right 
there in the middle of thé battle, 


The Armistice, 


And the war pursued its way, and 
you know how it ended... We came to 
the armistice. Here I want some of 
your, attention, because it is a very 
Important point, and in act sorme* 
thing like the foundation of my 
reasoning. I have heard a great many 
things about the armistice. The facts 
are very plain. The fact is that the 
United Btates had a very general and 
noble idea, an idea that before the 
war was over wé should all say what 
we had made War for and what we 
wanted, so that nobody could attempt 
after the War Was Over to ask for 
more than it thought of before. And 
President Wilson came with his com- 
mission. S86 We all discussed and we 
all agreed about the Fourteen Points, 


which have become #6 well known, _ 


and from that time the world, the 
Germans, every one knew, that on 
such conditions we would make peace. 


So that when the Germans sald, we

agree on the Fourteen Points, we 
meant exactly the Fotrteen Points; 
we had no choice but to atcept the 
armistice that was proposed; the 
whole world. would arise against us 
if we did not accept it. 

So the afmistice was in fact auto- 
matic. The most remarkable point 


, about it i this, that it was ah Amer- 


ican Wd@a that had brought President 
Wilson to act as he did, and the 
Ameri@an idea entefed iftto the prac- 
tice as the Wat was over and our ¢on- 
ditions. were accepted by the Ger- 
mans, and thence we began to seb 


_ the thing that is not being consid- 


ered at all in this country as far as 
I know—that the war was yours as 
well as ours. You took Your share 
in it. If we lost an enurmous num- 
ber of men Ord you lost a compara- 
tively small number, it is because 
the war did not last longer. other- 
wise we would be losing less and less 
and Genéral Pershing’s troops would 
be losing more and more. 

But make up your mind that in the 
armistice, in the treaty, and all that 
followed there was @ great share of 
pure American work. For instance, 
in the armistice there was a line say- 
ing ‘‘ reparations '’—damages, repairs. 
Theré was also a line in the Four- 
teen Points. There was a line in the 
armistice that Was placed in the ¢on- 
ditions of peace that I would not 
accept ahd Colonel House agreed with 
me. In the armistice the damages 
were to be paid, and President Wil- 
son said if that kind of a peace is 
not assured we will go on. I did 
not ask them to be executed, but I 
asked that they begin to be executed. 
If we had known that for three years 
the thing that was guaranteed to us 
was hot coming to us we would have 
gone to Berlin. [Applause.] 

I don’t want to be too long. I will 
try to stop as soon as I can. So, you 
see, it is something to begin thinking 
of. I see my deaf friend Paderewski 
(looking in the direction of the right 
box). [Applause.] He hag won honor 
in the field of art as well as in 
the political field of his noble country. 
He is here as @ Witness—these condi- 
tions of peace. I will let go the French 
conditions and the American condi- 
It was not only a question of 
peace between France and Germany. 
We made something which nobody 
speaks of, which is the event of the 
century. 


“Calling for Justice.” 


Amerita had freed herself in 1776, 
and now in 1018 she rejected the whole 
of Europe—all these people that had 
been put down under the sceptres of 
Germany, Austria and Russia. They 
began to breath. They were called 
to liberty, and my friend Paderewski 
could tell you of the spectacle we had 
around the table—twenty-seven States 
calling for justice, for liberty. You 
don't know how, when the President 
came to Europe, when Woodrow Wil- 
son landed In faris, how the whole 
world extended their hands toward 
him. He brought them hope, the 
thing that they had been expecting, 
waiting for, praying for, for centuries. 
Padertwski could tell you how these 
noble people of Poland had been treat- 
ed, and how they had been trampled 
under foot, and how they had submit- 
ted as martyrs for centuries. And 
when he came to France, they all said, 
‘Here ig a man that brings justice, 
that brings the right for man to live.” 
de glolre est arrivee?”’ 

You brought it, my friends. That’s 


another one of those great debts that 


I owe your country, and that every- 
body owes you. But, a people may be 
grand one day and small and mean 
another. Now, we had to study over 
maps and mountains and rivers and 
such things trying to understand 
something that was brought to our at- 
tention. Deputies came to say to us, 
to ask us this or that, and I have 
seen Paderewski, in the name of his 


country, make to us the most eloquent, 


moving and emotionful speech that I 
{Applause.] They cried 
they heard you [addressing 
Paderewski]. It was the spectre of 
wrongs of man against man. 


You must understand this. 
Of course, England went to war for 
English reasons, and America. for 
American reasons. It was their duty 
to do that. But they had to mix it 
with other countries, and they had to 
measure it, and if you were long to 
come I know very well that you 
thought that you might bé mixed up in 
Buropean affairs more than you 
wanted to, and that it might bring 
complications which you wanted to 
avoid. With England—it isn’t sure 
that she would have come if Belgium 
hadn't been violated. That was a 
great time for a policy of isolation. 

The fact is that England has always 
~I don’t blame her—has always en- 
deavored to be the balancing power, 
preventing other countries from be- 
coming teo strong so that it might 
exert too much power. About a year 
ago I was in London and had an 
occasion to meet one of the great 
statesmen of the day. We spoke, quite 
naturally, of the war. I told him oh 
the very day of thé armistice that I 
thought England was no more with us. 

Hvery couhtry makes mistakes, we 
have all thade mistakes; it is a human 
trait. But we have to learn from our 
mistakes. And we should take the les- 
son of the war and seek in some way 
to avoid some of the mistakes in the 
future. 

Bxocuting the Contract. 

You left after the contract was fin- 
ished and you said execute it as you 
may. Well, now, let us see, because 
I am coming to the point. Yes, the 
execution—I do not blame you for hav- 
ing the thought that it was better, 
that is your business. I won't re- 
proach you of complain, I claim for no 
pity, I claim for no proteetion, I claim 
right. And you wefe wrong in that 
you left Without any proposal what- 
ever. When people have been mixing 
their blood—I am not speaking of the 
goods of the world=but their owh 
blood on the field of battle, they have 
no right to leave, if there Is a differ- 
ence, without trying to adjust that dif- 
ference. 

You broke all the organs of economic 
solidarity. Of course, a bank is inter- 
ested In some manufactory, and she 
wants to give it up. She Wants to 
give it up; that is her right. They 
are not goifg to their friends’ and tell 


‘them ‘' Tomorrow, Monday, the bank 


is shut. We do not khow you any 
more."’ 

We were told that circumstances 
were such that we had to go, and what 
were those circumstances? I miean to 
say the circuinstances were that there 
seemed to be & gréat mafket opened 
in Germany, maybe in Russia, and 
Franee was handicapped. She had 
20,000 factories: destroyed. Think of 





that. Of course, she was no candidate 
runhing for those markets, and at 
onee, from one day to the other, we 
were alone. Now, wé hear that we had 
better pay what we owe. Certainly. 
I do not want you to believe that we 
are such people that do not like to 
pay our debts. The quéstion is really 
nonexistent. 

Of course, today everybody speaks 
to us of our solidarity with Germany. 
It is perfectly true, but France, if 
thty are solid with Germany, we will 
receive from her what belongs to us, 
and it won't be half of what she has 
lost. I will say a word about that 
question in a moment, ‘but I speak of 
it now simply to say that we are not 
people who deny our debts. We con- 
tracted an arrangement to pay you 
$20,000,000 a year. We have done 
it thus far. It is not very fart 
from what England itself has paid 
you. That quéstion I take it to be of 
sécond rank. It is no question. I do 
not suppose that you afe goihg, one 
‘of these days, to say to us ‘' You pay 
tomorrow or the day after.’’ We will 
pay you. 


France’s Losses. 


Now, I must say that England was 
the first. And America did nothing 
but fight. Now, I have papefs in my 
pocket that I won't take up the time 
to read to you. Now, let us see—00 
per cent. of the laymen, 90 per cent. 
of cotton, 90 per cent. of steel, and 80, 
all our products—and out of 8,500,000 
soldiers mobilized we lost 5,500,000 
out of 8,000,000. Don’t you think that 
is ai figure — 5,500,000 killed and 
wounded. and 500,000 coming back 
from the German prisons dying with 
huhger and with consumption! So, 
you see, the case is not so plain ag 
some people thought. We are the ones 
that have suffered most, cruelly suf- 
fered. We are the ones that have lost 
more men. But we showed our power 
of action, and we showed the Vitality 
of the people, That cannot be re- 
corded for a long time. We have lost 
all we had. The Germans have dev- 
astated our lands. Nevertheless, what 
has happened? In three years there 
has been taken from Germany 50 per 
cent. of their debts toward us under 
the pressure of Hnglahd. Now, you 
Americans are fair-minded. You have 
got a great deal of business, private 
and public, at home. You are quite 
excusable if you make mistakes, but 
you should take the trouble to inquire 
before you pass severe Judgment upon 
us. 


Says France Liberated Europe. 


Against whom are we? Of course, we 
don't think that we will fight Europe 
or America. So against whom? They 
say we want to dominate Europe. 
But we are the very ones who liber- 
ated Europe. How could we want to 
dominate after we have liberated 
Europe? Ask the liberated States if 
Europe is afraid of militarism. He 
would have another song to sing. I 
don’t know what his country thinks, 
but I shouldn’t be surprised if he 
thought of our future, and if they 
were taking precautions for that fu- 
ture. Military and economic clauses 
get very often mixed up. I am not 
very sure that you haven't got a 
touch of economic imperialism. You 
indeed showed a touch of economic im- 
perialism when you left us after the 
war was over directly. You have the 
best resources in the world—you and 
England 

Nevertheless, you thought it might 
be good to insure yourself on your 
frontiers. But I notice that you, hav- 
ing good frontiers, when we have the 
worst in the world on the German 
side, you got an additional guarantee 
by suppressing the Anglo-Japanese 
alllance, and England got a guarantee 
by letting the German fleet sink in 
Scapa Flow. That fleet was not Eng- 
lanhd’s property solely. But she was 
to keep ft, and she let it go to the 
bottom—where it is—and I ask if this 
may not have been the proper thing 
of England—that it was the property 
of our common soldiers. And then 
you take those guarantees. I belleve 
we are entitled to guarantees to pre- 
vent anothes such invasion as took 
place before. Do you think that we 
want to threaten any one? Do you 
think that we want to have a large 
army in order to threaten any one? 


“Who Could We Threaten?” 


Who could we threaten? We have 
lost so many of our men that how 
could we be aggressive if we wanted 
to? But we want to be secure, we 
want to feel that we will not again 
be in a position such as we were in 
before. And about reparations. I 
think we are entitled to damages. 
Certainly we are entitled to repara- 
tion for damages which the war 
brought on us and which we had no 
hand tn making. But I should say 
that what Germany ever pays will not 
be one-half of what the war cost us. 
We are not looking for trouble, we 
are merely seeking to put ourselves in 
& position where we can be assured 
that we will not’ be forced into an- 
other such terrible war as that we 
have just been through. I think that 
we are entitled to that. 

Safety! We have a very bad fron- 
tier since the time of the Romans. 
Since all time it has been the threat 
of the Germans to invade us. Weil, 
look at our frontier. When Napoleon 
III.—we were threatened to be an- 
nexed by Napoleon III. But now there 
is something better, Now this new 
Europe we speals of, and fortunately 
I éannot upon it now—this new Eu- 
rope, I do not think there is one of 
them, if you ask them who do you 
dépend upon to help you in cage of 
danger, would not answer, 
France, would not say, pon France, 
And if I were to meet you this after- 
noon I would say upon America, 

These new powers in Buropée—there 
are new powers, and they have your 
thought and feelings when you live 
upoh Buropean feelings. And if you 
really think that you can live among 
yourselves, get your own produce safe 
from the rest of the world and do just 
as you please, that is not what you 
said in 1776. * In that time there was 
no—I do not want to speak badly of 
the Monroe Doctrine. It did good. It 
did good. But you are wrong, and the 
Policy of an old man is not the policy 
of a child. 


Points to Germany’s Position. 


Now, my friends, I must come to a 
conclusion, begging your pardon that 
I have spoken so long. I do hot blame 
you. Let the past- remain the past. 
We may see what the situation in Wu- 
rope is today. The war of four years 
that brought the greatest damages 
that had been known in Burope at any 
time, even in the time of the wildest 
barbarism, is over. The treaty which 
is to establish the new order of things 
is not executed. What is to be done? 
You see where Germans ls how. Ger~

many began by not executing the con- 
ditions of the treaty. I am sorry to 
Say that the powers under the pres- 
sure of England accepted it, and we 
gave up ali that we had gained by the 
treaty—most of it. And is it very ex- 
tracrdinary that Germany took ad- 
vantage of that? Is it very extraor- 
dinary? That was the beginning and 
the rest came, and we were told you 
must use the mentality of victory, 
and Mr. Shraeder, the Finance Minis- 
ter, sald, ‘‘ We are going to strike out 
the line reparations.’’ 

Do you know that they are manu- 
facturing canhon by the hundreds, 
that they aré making machinery 
everywhére? The German taxpayer 
pays, I think, $13, let’s say, $14—the 
French $43. There is a line in the 
treaty that says Germany Will have 
to pay as high 46 the Allles and all 
the rest. And what are they prepar- 
ing? I tell you plainiy, as I told 
Lloyd George before the war, they are 
preparing war again. Don’t you see 
what is going on? [Applause.] Don’t 
you read the papers? Why, haven't 
you heard of the treaty between the 
Turks and the Germans and the Rus- 
sians. Look at all this manufacturing 
that is going on in Germany. Now, 
I say that General Ludendorf and 
Hindenburg are preparing war, civil 
war, to crush the German democracy 
if they can. Have you forgotten what 
the Prussians did after. Jena—how with 
50,000 men, they brought Napoleon 
down? Now it is the same game. It 
is written. Nobody can deny it. 


said, particularly in the House of Rep=- 
resentatives in Paris, I always said, 
I do not believe in it as a means of 
preventing war. I do not see how 
war will ever be prevented among 
men. 

But I believe in it as a means of 
arranging matters; avoiding wars 
when it is possible, giving people time 
to think, to ponder, before they de- 
termine to action. Therefore you have 
the means of doing a great deal. 

I saw a banker in.New York who 
told me, “ Arrange your matters with 
England and we will interfere,” but I 
do not want him to interfere. 

Are you very sure that your idea is 
to build walls around your country 
and to isolate yourselves from civil- 
ization? Moreover, if you bring Ger- 
many to reason, if you call her to 
atone in a reasonable measure, if that 
is done great good will come. I hardly 
dare pronounce the word, but'after all 
I will say it. 


Says Thete Are Two Germanys. 


Now, I say, that after such a war 
men cannot continue to fight each 
other; they cannot fight forever. There 
are, after: all, two Germanys. There 
fs the Germany which is a democratic 
Germany, which I think could, more 
easily at. least, be called to reason; 
while the others: who love war have 
learned nothing” and are preparing a 
revolution or civil war against their 
brothers, just. to begin the action 
against the European powers. Well, 
Whatever may happen, the intervention 
of America—in that way I- leave it to 
you altogether for the-moment, the 
way. That {s no. business of mine. 
That is yours. You have seen one of 
the greatest dramas in the world. We 
may not understand all that it meant, 
and all that it represented. 
Now we are in the greatest crisis, 
and nobody knows when it may. ehd. 
Nobody ‘khows. whether .Europaen 
miseries won’t have some effect upon 
American prosperity. You. announced 
' to the world that you would set: them . 
| free. You proclaimed it in the peace 
treaty. Then I turned to you and L 
told yeu this: Why did you make the 
war? Was it because you thought 
that you would be threatened? Was it 
to aid others? Was it. for the libera- 
tion of suffering countries and make, 
as President Wilson said, democracy 
safe,-or somethiiig like that. [Laughter 
and applause.] Tell me which of these 
points you have gained by this war: 
You have come to the last point where 
you are granted by good fortune the 
time to think. Now, have you made 
up your minds? No saé¢rifice is de- 
manded or exacted from you except to 
assert that you want to keep among 
the people of this world the great place 
that you have twice taken. 

If you take it, then you will see a 
great emection among the people, 
liberty—liberation. If you. don’t, .the 


prospect is dark and dreary. But you 
may be sure that we won’t fall into 
it before we have done our best to 
try to avoid it. 


NOTABLE AUDIENCE 


Declares England Promised Frontier. 


And now I must .tell you what I 
want. I don’t want to bring any 
friction between your country and 
my country. 1 don't want you to do 
semething that wceuld put the ceivili- 
zation in danger in -cireumstances 
that might be worse thar before. 
We have been guaranteed a good 
frontier. England rromised it. We 
haven't received it. Lileyd George 
said that America had made the same 
promise and had also not kept it, so 
he wasn't to blame ex¢lusively. I re- 
sepectfully ask léave to tell him he is 
The facts are these: 
Directly, one day I told Mr. Lioyd 
George I want the Rhine, and I gave 
him a paper in which all my reasons 
were described, and after I read it, 
the next day, or two days after, he 
told me if you leave the Rhine I will 
bring you other guarantees, and I 
promise you to do my best with Mr. 
Wilson to obtain the same things 
from him. Mr. Wilson very wisely 
said that he was willing to agree, but, 
of course, it was all subject to the 
acceptance by Congress. So it was 
with Great Britain. But the fact that 
the United States didn’t follow doesn’t 
mean that the promise should not 
have been kept. And do you suppose 
that really because our Allies didn't 
keep that promise, that we are going 
to stop and let our frontiers open? 
No! No! [Applause.] 

That we never did. Things must be 
plain. I come back to the question. 
The main question for the present is 
eonversation: It is almost a question 
of trust and banking, but it does not 
depend upon the bankers to create the 
situation which we allow for to make 
our friendships. If America could 
take upoh it in some way to renew 
conversation with England and 
France, not to give a promise of any- 
thing that would engage the future 
that she had not intended doing dur- 
ing the war. We know that America 
interests itself in what happens in 
other countries. But it is not in your 
power to live happy, contented and 
wealthy in America if you know that 
much of the rest of the world is suf- 
fering, that some of it is covered with 
blood, with want and with pestilence. 

If you could have faith and simply 
say let us establish a) plan of what 
is to be done and when we have es- 
tablished it, it should take into con- 
sideration guarantees. The moment 
it is done it will do much to restore {the Second Corps Area at 
things to a more normal state.

{SPEAKER HOLDS AUDIENCE 


Except for Momentary Interruption, 
It Hangs on Clemenceau’s 
Every Word. 


The tribute of respectful and even en- 
thusiastic attention which was paid to 
Clemenceau:s every word last night was 
marred by only one Incidént. That was 
when a Greek in the balcony attempted 
to balt the “Tiger” with a shouted 
inquiry about the French attitude toward 
Turkey. While Clemenceau brushed 
aside the interruption with an impatient 
wave of his hand and went on, the man 
who had shouted was hurried out into 
the street and sent on his way. 

The interruption came after Clemen- 
ceau had completed about three-quar- 
ters of his address. He had warmed 
up to a intense period and was thrust- 
ing his argument home with brandished 


arm, and leaning over the table in his 
earnestness. 


‘““We are the ones who meant liberty, 
not domination,’”’ sald Clemenceau. 

A muffled cry came from the balcony, 
and as persons all over the house turned 
in anger and amazement, the man cried:

Clemenceau had a body guard of near- 
ly twenty detectives and uniformed men, 
who preceded him and made a solid 
lane through which he was escorted to 
his car. He seemed somewhat tired as 
he walked, and was helped into the car. 
Then he relaxed into a corner, nodded 
his head wearily, and drove off through 
a throng, that cheered him and waved 
their hands and hats. 

Every precaution was taken to guard 
against any untoward occurrence, both 
in and outside of the house. Captain 
William Funston of the Second Inspec- 
tion District had sixty-four detectives 
in and around the opera house, and more 
than sixty uniformed’ men were under 
the command of Deputy Inspector Joseph 
Howard. 

Clemenceau was heard not only in the 
house, but also by thousands of persons 
in thelr homes who got his message by 
wireless.

HOW CLEMENCEAU CAME. 


Brought Here by the Council on 
Forelgn Relations—Iits Aims. 


The Council on Foreign Relations 1s 
the organization which brought Clemen- 
ceau ‘to this country and will manage 
his tour of the American cities where 
he is to speak his message to the nation. 
The alms of the organization are stated 
as follows: 

‘““The Council on Foreign Relations 
aims to provide a continuous conference 
on the international aspects of Amer- 
ica‘s political, economic and financtat 


problems. Its membership, made up of 
men of many professions, {s limited in 
number, as a large body would be un- 
wieldly and freedom in discussion would 
be lost. 

“* At the council's round-table meetings 
and dinners foreign guests are enter- 
tnined, and the attitude which the 
United States might properly assume to- 
ward the problems they raise ts dis- 
cussed. The council is not a trade or- 
ganization nor has it any connection 
with any political party. It simply ts 
a group of men concerned in spreading 
a knowledge of internaiional relations 
and, in particular, in developing a rea- 
soned American foreign policy.

humber of Liberal votes polled by the 
Conservatives where a compact existed 
at least balances this account, for al- 
though the total in each constituency 
does not equal the fizures of the Con- 
servative support in National Liberal 
constituencies, still that support is 
spread over three times as many con- 
stituencies. 

The Prime Minister and his chief 
electioneering manager both emphat- 
ically repudiated the suggestion that 
there was any pact between the Con- 
servatives and National Liberals, and 
urged that there were only local ar- 
rangements made between the candi- 
dates of the two parties for their mu- 
tual convenience. 

As head of the National Liberal 
group I expressed grave doubts as to 
the composition of the. Ministry and 
much apprehension as to the language 
in which its policy was defined. 

That represents the general attitude 
of the National Liberals toward the 
Government. Their support, there- 
fore, cannot be claimed in totaling the 
votes recorded for the Government. 
The fact, therefore, remains that those 
who voted confidence in the Govern- 
ment represent only 40 per cent. of 
those who went to the polls and 25 
per cent. of the total electorate. 

I place this fact .in the forefront be- 
cause it is bound to have a profound 
effect upon the course of events dur- 
ing—maybe beyond—the lifetime of 
this Parliament. It is the first time, 
certainly, since the Reform act when 
& pronounced minority of the elec- 
torate has succeeded in securing con- 
trol of the Parliament and the Gov- 
ernment of the country. It will be 
idle to pretend that in a democratic 
country like ours, thoroughly imbued 
with the spirit of representative gov- 
ernment, this does not weaken the 
moral authority of the Government of 
the day. 

Therefore, if the Government is 
wise, it will bear that fact in mind and 
will not commit itself to policies 
which challenge the nine millions who 
between them represent a majority of 
the people of this country. It is not 
a very good beginning to claim these 
striking figures as a vote of confi- 
dence. I sincerely trust it does not 
indicate a resolve to ignore, if not 
to defy, what is obvious and ought 


to be a governing factor in the policy 
of the Government. 


Urges Change in Electoral System. 


The corollary to this curious work- 
ing of our electoral system is to be 
found in the under-representation of 
other parties in the present Parlia- 
ment, and unless representative gov- 
ernment is to be discredited alto- 
gether the present Parliament ought 
at once to devote its mind and direct 
its energies to the discovery of some 
method and machinery which will 
avert the danger which undoubtedly 
arises from the working of the pres- 
ent system. The Parliament of 1918 
undoubtedly gave a larger majority to 
the Government than the figures war- 
ranted, but the majority of the votes 
cast for Government candidates was 
so overwhelming that under any sys- 
tem of counting there would have 
been a larger working majority for 
the Government than that which the 
present Government can command. So 
when trouble arose it was not open to 
any section of the community to ob- 
ject that the Government had no 
authority because it did not represent 
the electorate of this country. 

We are faced with a new danger to 
constitutional government. What has 


happened at this election may be re-| 


peated at the next, but not necessarily 
in favor of the same party. If we 
are to be governed by a succession of 
administrations who rule in spite of 
the protest of a majority of the people 
the authority of the Government will 
be weakened beyond repair.

I have many a time warned the pub- 


lic that in spite of appearances this| 


country is in many respects very top- 
heavy. It is over-industrialized. Its 
means of livelihood are in many fe- 
spects precarious and depend on con- 
ditions over which we have very Uttle 
control, and once something happens 


which may have the effect of causing} 


a lean-over, either in one direction 
or in the other, it will be more diffi- 
cult to recover than in lancs where 


the population depends in the main| 


for its livelihood upon cultivation of 
the soil and the development of the 
natural resources of the country. 

I therefore earnestly trust that in the 
interest of stability and good govern- 
ment, which must be based on the 
good will and co-operation of the com- 
munity as a whole, this Parliament 
will apply its mind seriously to finding 
some means of preventing a repeti- 
tion, either in one direction or the 
other, of this freak of representative 
government.

Fought Under Great Difficulties. 
Whatever the difficulties of the La-

No wonder that he succeeded in 
damping Liberal enthusiasm to such 
an extent that his unfortunate pre- 
deges surprised their opponents in 
the poverty of the support given them 
at the polls.

affects the administration of justice in 
this court. I refer to the publication in 
all the papers on last Saturday of the 
letter that was handed to me, and the 
interview with your foreman.’’ 

In the intarview Mr. Trenholm had 
said that the delay in the receipt of the 
communication by Secretary Mellon had 
defeated the purpose of the Federal 
Grand Jury in regard to Day and Par- 


sons. 

“If you were correctly quoted, Mr. 
Foreman," Judge Faster continued, 
“you stated that you had my permis- 
sion to publish the letter. Is that cor- 
rect?’’ Mr, Trenholm replied that he 
had not been correctly quoted. The ste- 
nographic report of the subsequent pro- 
ceedings was in part as follows: 

The Court—Now then, I would like to ask 
im this: Did you know that when this 
etter was handed to me, that I ordered it 
sealed and sequestered? The Foreman—No, 
sir. 
The Court—Don’t you read 
The Foreman—Yes, sir. 

The Court—Didn’t you see that statement 
in every per the next morning? The Fore- 
man—I do not recall seeing that specific 
statement. 

The Court—Is it possible that no member 
of the jury saw it? The Foreman—I don’t 
know about that, sir. 

The Court—Did any member of the jury 
see the publication that that communication 
had been ordered sealed and sequestered? 
(Several jurors answer, ‘“‘I did not see it.’’) 

Well, of course, if no member of the jury 
was aware of the fact that I had ordered 
the communication sealed and sequestered, 
that, perhaps, would acquit you of any in- 
tentional contempt, but you will remember 
that when I charged this jury I told you 
that your sole duty consisted in inquiring 
as to probable violations of laws of the 
United States, and that finding that, your 
duty was to indict; that you were not 
required nor permitted to make a report of 
your investigations; and furthermore, you 
were sworn to keep secret the proceedings 
in the Grand Jury room. You were told 
that you would necessarily hear only one 
side of the case, and that the reason you 
could do nothing but indict was because 
otherwise the man would not have his day 
in court to face a petit jury. 

Later on, you presented a letter to me. 
That latter quot testimony that had been 
heard in the secrecy of the Grand Jury 
room. I ordered that letter sealed and 
sequestered, and the reason will be apparent 
to all of you why that was done, because 
communications of the Grand Jury are privi- 
leged. If you make public your findings 
without an indictment, the man against whom 
you have said something is absolutely with- 
out remedy.

| affiliations; Andres Hermes, the Cen- 
trist, was Minister of Food and Agrioul- 
ture, a portfolio which he subsequently 
retained under Dr. Wirth and now ex- 
changes for that of Finance, and, final- 
ly, there is another Centriet, the Rev.

Then, as now, the Socialists declined 
to serve, just as the Peoples Party de- 
clined to servé under Wirth, who suc- 
ceeded Fehrenbach in October, 1921. 
The Fehrenbach Cabinet was considered 
a conservative substitute for that of the 
rather radical coalition under Hermann 
Miller, which it succeeded. Milller, who 
now takes the portfolio of Food, was 
before he became Chancellor Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in the Bauer Govern- 
ment, organized in October, 1919, in 
which organization Dr. Gessler was Min- 
ister of Reconstruction. 

There is also a certain contrast be- 
tween these Cabinets similarly com- 
posed. Fehrenbach went out of office 
owing to the reparation activities of his 
Foreign Secretary, Dr. Walter Simons, 
which deeply offended the Socialists; 
Wilhelm Cuno now succeeds Dr. Wirth, 
Fehrenbach’s successor, because of Dr. 
Wirth’s lack of reparation activities, 
said lack being resented by the People’s 
Party, which since they were last in 
office have declared that reparations 
have passed from the realm of politics 
to that of high Finance. 

Any signs of a Cabinet dominated by 
other than political motives may possibly 
be found among the new Ministers: The 
Fore! Minister, von Rosenberg; the 
Minister of the Interior, Rudolph Oeser; 
| Minister of Economics Johannes Becker; 
| Minister of the Treasury, Dr. Heinrich 
| \lbert, Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, 
| and the Chancellor himself, Karl Joseph 
| Wilhelm Cuno,

Baron Rosenberg Well Known. 


Baron von Rosenberg, the new Foreign 
Secretary, was one of the delegates who 
; accompanied Dr. Ktthlmann to the Ger- 
man-Bolshevist. peace conference at 
Brest-Litovak in the early part of 
1918. He was then an assistant at the 
Imperial Foreign Office. ‘After the Ger- 
man revolution of October of the same 
year he embraced the new Government. 
Then for a time he was Ambassador at 
Moscow. He and Baron von Lucius 
were the only nobles whose names were 
retained on the diplomatic list as late 
as 1920.

POINCARE TO MEET 


NEW BRITISH PREMIER 


Will Discuss With Bonar Law 
Reparations and the Brussels 
Conference. 


PARIS, Nov. 21 (Associated Press).— 
Sir John Bradbyry, British member of 
the Reparation Commission, is going to 
London tonight to learn the definite 
policy of the new British Government re- 
garding reparations. 

The indications, as seen here, are that 
the policy will not be materially differ- 
ent from that followed by the Lloyd 
George Ministry, except that it is 
thought Great Britain probably would 
agree now to declare Germany volun- 
tasty bankrupt if she failed to carry 
out the eventual decision of the Allies 
as to reparation payments. 

The British Government has not yet 
finally decided to approve the holding of 
the Brussels conference for considera- 
tion of reparations problems and allied 
war debts, according to information in 
British reparation circles, and much will 
depend upon the outcome of the confer- 
ence between Premier Poincaré and 
Prime Minister Bonar Law, which is 
expected to be held within the next ten 


days. 

Phe French Premier will discuss the 
subject of the Brussels meeting with 
Premier Theunis and Foreign Minister 
Jaspar of Belgium on Thursday in Paris, 
after which the Belgian statesmen will 
go to London to talk over the same ques- 
tion with Premier Bonar Law. The 
meeting between Premiers Poincaré and 
Bonar w will then be arranged, ac- 
cording to present plans, and their con- 
versation will determine whether the 
Brussels conference shall be held. 

The British governmental authorities 
desire certain assurances that the con- 
ference would be likely to prove success- 
ful before they commit themselves to It, 
while the French are continuing to exert 
all their influence in favor of the hold- 
ing of the meeting.

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Text of the President's Plea for Ship Subsidy 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The text of 
President Harding’s address to Congress 
today follows: 

Members of the Congress: 

Late last February I reported to you: | 
relative-to the American merchant ma- 
rine, and. recommended _ legislation 
which the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment deemed essential to promote 
our.merchant marine and with it, our 
national welfare. Other problems were 
pressing’ and other questions pending, 

and for one reason or another which 
need not be recited the suggested 
legislation has not progressed beyond 
a-favorable recommendation by the 
House committee. The committee has 
given the question a full and pains- 


taking inquiry and study, and I hope 
that its favorable report speedily will 
be given the force of law. 

It will be helpful in clearing the 
atmosphere if we start with the frank 
recognition of divided opinion and de- 
termined opposition. It is no new ex- 
perience. ike proposals have divided 
the Congress on various previous oc- 
casions. Perhaps a more resolute 
hostility never was manifest before, 
and I am very sure the need for de- 
cisive action—decisive, favorable ac- 
tlon—never was so urgent before. 

We are not now dealing with a policy 
founded on theory; we have a problem 
which is one of grim actuality. We 
are facing insistent conditions, out of 
which will come either additional and 
staggering Government losses and na- 
tional impotence on the seas, or else 
the unfurling of the flag on a great 
American merchant marine commen- 
surate with our commercial impor- 
tance, to serve as cairier of our cargoes 
in peace and meet the necessities of 
our defense in war. 

There is no thought here and now 
to magnify the relation of a merchant 
marine to our national defense. It is 
enough to recall that we entered the 
World War almost wholly dependent 
on our Allies for transportation by 
sea. We. expended approximately 
three billions feverishly, | extrava- 
gantly, wastefully and impractically. 
Out of our cagerncss to mako up for 
the omissions of peace and to meet tho 
war emeregncy we builded and other- 
wise acquired the vast merchant fleet 
which the Government owns today. 


To Deal With Present Possessions. 


In the simplest way I can say it, 
our immediate problem is not to. build 
and support a merchant shipping, 
which I hold to be one of the highest 
and most worthy aspirations of any 
great people; our problem is. to 
deal with what we now possess. 
Our problem is to relieve the 
public treasury of the -drain it is 


plication of individual initiative would 
make for a permanent creation, ready 
and answerable at all times to the 
needs of the nation, * 

But I have not properly portrayed 
all the .current losses to ‘the pe lic 
treasury. We are wearing’ out our 
ships. without any provision for re- 
lacement. We. are having these 
oss s through deterioration now, and 
are charging nothing against our capi- 
tal account. But the losses are there, 
and regrettably larger under Govern- 
ment operation than under private con- 
tro). nly a few years of continued 
losses on capital account will make 
these losses through depreciation alone 
to exceed the fifty millions a year now 
drawn to cover losses in operation. 

The gloomy picture of losses does not 
end even there. Notwithstanding the 
known war cost of three billions of 
dollars for the present tonnage, I will 
not venture to appraise its cash value 
today. It may as well be confessed 
now as at some later time that in the 
mad.rush to build, in establishing 
shipyards wherever men would organ- 
ize to expend Government money, 
when we made shipbuilders over night 
quite without rgard to previous occu- 
pations or pursuits, we builded poorly, 
often very poorly. Moreover, we con- 
structed. without any formulated pro- 
gram for a merchant marine. The war 
emergency impelled, and the cry was 
for ships,- any kind of ships. The 
error is recalled in regret rather than 
criticiam. The point fs that our fleet, 
costing approximately three billions, is 
worth only a fraction of that cost to- 
day. Whatever that fraction may be, 
the truth remains that we have no 
market in which to sell the ships under 
our present policy, and a program of 
surrender and sacrifices and the liqul- 
dation which is inevitable unless the 
pending - legislation is sanctioned, will 
cost scores of millions mcre. 


Sees America Humiliated. 


When the question is asked, Why 
the insistence for the Merchant Marine 
act now? the answer is apparent. 
Waiving every inspiration which lies 
in a constructive plan for maintaining 
our flag on the commercial highways 
of the seas, waiving the prudence in 
safeguarding against another $3,000,- 
000,000 madness if war ever again 
impels, we have the unavoidable task 
of wiping out a $50,000,000 annual loss 
in operation, and losses aggregating 


many hundreds of millions in worn- 
out, sacrificed or scrapped shipping. 
Then the supreme humiliation, the ad- 
mission that the United States—our 
America once eminent among the mari- 
time nations of the world—is incapable 
of asserting Itself in the peace triumphs 
on the seas of the world. It would 
seem to me doubly humiliating when 
we own the ships and fail in the genius 
and capacity to turn their prows 





already meeting. 

Let us omit particulars about the 
frenzied wartime builaing. Possibly 
we did full as well as could have been 
done in the anxious circunistances, 
Let us pass for the moment the vital 
relationship between no ‘merchant ma- 
rine and a commercially’ aspiring 
nation. Aye, let us suppose for a 
moment the absurdity that with one 
$3,000,000,000 experience and with the 
incalculabie costs tn lives and treas- 
ure-which may be chargeéable to our 
inability —e, to apply our 

otency—which God forefend happen- 
ng again-—let us momentarily ignore 
all of these and turn to note the mere 
business problem, the practical ques- 
tion of dollars and cents with which 
we are confronted. 

The war construction, and the later 
completion of war contracts where 
completion was believed to be the 
greater economy to the public treas- 
ury, left us approximately 13,200,000 
gross tonnage in ships. The figures 
are nearer 12,500,000 tons now, owing 
to the scrapping of the wooden fleet. 
More than half this tonnage is Gov- 
ernment owned, and approximately 
2,250,000 tons are under Government 
operation in one form or another. The 
net loss to the United States Treasury 
—sums actually. taken therefrom in 
this Government operation—averaged 





approximately $16,000,000 per month 
during the year prior to the assump- 
tion of responsibility by the present 
Administration. 

A constant warfare on this loss of 
public funds and the draft to service 
of capable business management and 
experienced operating directors have 
resulted in applied efficiency and en- 
forced economies. It is very gratify- 
ing to report the diminution of the 
losses to $4,000,000 per month, or a 
total of $50,000,000 a year; but it Is 
intolernble that the Government should 
continue a policy from which 560 
‘enormous a’ treasury loss is the in- 
evitable outcome. This loss, moreover, 
attends operation of less than a third 
of the Government-owned fleet 


To Diminish Present Burden. 


It is not, therefore, a question of 
adding new Treasury burdens to main- 
tain our shipping; we are paying these 
burdens now. It is not a question of 
contracting an outlay to support our 
merchant shipping, because we are 
paying already. I am not asking your 
authorization of a new and added 
draft on the pubilc treasury; I am 
appealing for a program to diminish 
the burden we are aiready bearing. 

When your executive Government 
knows of public expenditures aggre- 
gating fifty millions annually which 
{t belleves could be reduced by half 
through a change of policy, your Gov- 
ernment would be unworthy of public 
trust if such « change were not com- 
mended—nay, if it. were not insistently 
urged. 

And the pity of it is that oum present 
expenditure in losses is not construc- 
tive. It looks to no future attain- 
ments. It is utterly ineffective in the 
establishment of a dependable mer- 
chant marine, whereas the encourage- 
ment of private ownership and the ap- 
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was very able, clear, forceful, attrac- 
tive, with a punch behind it, and it 
told the story very graphically. I hope 
that it “wil convince many members.

This problem cannot longer be ig- 
nored, its attempted solution cannot 
longer be postponed. The failure of 
Congress to act decisively will be no 
less disastrous than adverse action, 

Three courses of action are possible, 
and the choice among them is no 
longer to be avoided. 

The first is constructive—enact the 
ending bill, under which I firmly be- 
jieve an American merchant marine, 
privately owned and privately operat- 
ed, but serving all the people and al- 
ways available to the Government in 
any emergency, may be established 
and maintained. 

The second is obstructive—continue 
Government operations and attending 
Government losses and discourage pri- 
vate enterprise by Government com- 
petition, under which losses are met 
by the public treasury, and witness 
the continued losses and deterioration 
until the colossal failure ends in sheer 
exhaustion. 

The third {s destructive—involving 
the sacrifice of our ships abroad or 
the setapping of them at home, the 
surrender of our aspirations, and the 
confession of our impotence to the 
world in general and our humiliation 
before the competing world in par- 
ay among the three is in- 
evitable. It is unbelievable that the 
American people ofr the Congress 
which expresses their power will con- 
sent to surrender and destruction. It 
ig equally unbelievable that our peo- 
ple and the Congress which translates 
their wishes into action will longer 
sustain a program of obstruction and 
attending losses to the Treasury. 


Urges Constructive Alternative, 


I have come to urge the construc- 
tive alternative, to reassert an Amer- 
ican “we will.” I have come to ask 
you to relieve the responsible admin- 
istrative branch of the Government 
from a program upon which failure 
and hopelessness and staggering losses 
are written for every page, and let us 
turn to a program of assured shipping 
to serve us in war and to give guar- 
anty to our commercial independence 
in peace. 

i enew full well the hostility in the 
popular mind to the word “ subsidy.” 
It is stressed by the opposition and 
associated with ‘special privilege” by 
those who are unfailing advocates of 
Government aid whenever vast num- 
bers are directly concerned. “ Gov- 
ernment aid"? would be a fatir-r term 
than ‘‘subsidy” in defining what we 
are seeking to do for our merchant 
marine, and the interests are those of 
all the people, even though the aid 
goes to the few who serve. 

If Government aid is a fair term— 
and I think it is—to apply to authori- 
zations aggregating $76,000,000 to pro- 
mote good roads for market highways, 
it is equally fit to be applied to the 
establishment -and maintenance of 
American market highways on the 
salted seas. If Government aid is the 
proper designation for fifteen to forty 


and maintain inland waterways in aid 
of commerce, it is a proper designation 
for a needed assistance to establish 
and maintain ocean highways where 
there is actual commerce to be carried. 

But call it ‘‘ subsidy,’’ since there 
‘are those who prefer to appeal to mis- 
taken prejudice rather than -make 
frank an logical argument. We 
might so call the annual loss of fifty 
millions, which we are paying now 
without protest by those who most 
abhor. e might as well call that a 
‘ subsidy.’’ If so, I am proposing to 
cut it in half, appproximat¢ly, and to 
the saving thus effected there would 
be added millions upon millions of 
further savings through ending losses 
on capital account—Government capi- 
tal, out of the public treasury, al- 
ways remember—and there would be 
at least the promise and the prospect 
of the permanent establishment of the 
needed merchant marine. 


“ Appealing to Save the Treasury.” — 


I challenge every insinuation of fa- 
vored interests and the enrichment of 
the special few at the expense of the 
public treasury. I am, first of all, 
appealing to save the Treasury. Per- 
haps the unlimited bestowal of Gov- 
ernment aid might justify the appre- 
hension of special favoring, but the 
pending bill, the first ever proposed 


which carries such a provision, auto- 
matically guards against enrichment 
or perpetuated bestowal. It provides 
that shipping lines receiving Govern- 





ment aid must have their actual in- 
vestment and their operating expenses 
audited by the Government, that Gov- 
ernment aid will only be paid until the 
shipping enterprise earns 10 per cent. 
on actual capital employed and imme- 
diately that when more than 10 per 
cent. earning is reached half of the 
excess earnings must be applied to the 
repayment of the Government aid 
which has been previously advanced. 
Thus the possible earnings are limited 
to a very reasonable amount if capital 
is to be risked and management is 
to be attracted. If success attends, as 
we hope it will, the Government outlay 
fe returned, the inspiration of opportu- 
nity to earn remains, and American 
transportation by sea is established. 

Though differing in detail, it is not 
more in proportion to their population 
and capacity than other great nations 
have done in aiding the establishment 
of their merchant marines, and it is 
timely to recall that we gave them our 
commerce to ald in their upbuilding, 
while the American task now is to 
upbuild and establish in the face of 
their most active competition. Indeed, 
the American development will have to 
overcome every obstacle which may be 
put in our path, except as interna- 
tional comity forbids. 

Concern about our policy is not lim- 
ited to our own domain, though the 
interest abroad is of very differing 
character, I hope it is soemiy to say it, 
because it must be said, the maritime 
nations of the world are in complete 
accord with the opposition here to the 
pending measure. They have a perfect 
right to such an attitude. When we 
look from their viewpoints we can un- 
derstand. But I wish to stress the 
American viewpoint. Ours should be 
the viewpoint from which one sees 
American carriers at sea, the depend- 
ence of American commerce and 
American vessels for American re- 
Hance in the event of war. Some of 
the costly lessons of war must be 
learned again and again, but our ship- 
ping lesson in the world war was 
much too costly to be effaced from the 
memory of this or future generations. 

Not so many months ago the head of 
a company operating a fleet of ships 
under our flag called at the executive 
offices to discuss a permit to transfer 
his fleet of cargo vessels to a foreign 
flag, though he meant to continue 
them in a distinctly American service. 
He based his request for transfer on 
the allegation that by such a transfer 
he could reduce his labor costs alone 
sufficiently to provide a profit on cap- 
ital invested. 

I do not vouch for the accuracy of 
the statement nor mean to discuss it. 
The allusion is made to recall that in 
goed conscience Congress has created 

y law conditions surrounding labor 
on American ships which shipping men 
the world over declare result fe higher 
costs of operation under our flag 








I frankly 1ejoice if higher standards 
for labor’ on American ships have 
been established. Merest justice sug- 
gests. that when Congress fixes these 
standards, {t is fair to extend Govern- 
ment aid in maintaining them until 
world competition is brought to the 
same high level, or until our shipping 
lines are so firmly established that 
they can face world competition 
alone. ° 


Nation Versus a Constituency. 


Having discussed in detail the policy 
and provisions of the pending Dill 
when previously addressing you, I for- 
bear a repetition now. In individual 
exchanges of opinion not a few in 
House or Senate have expressed per- 
sonal sympathy with the purposes of 


the bill, and then uttered a discour- 
aging doubt about the sentiment of 
their constituencies. It would be most 
discouraging {if a measure of such 
transcending national importance must 
have its fate depend on geographical. 
occupational, professionai or partisan 
objections. Frankly, I think {t loftier 
statesmansaip to support and com- 
mend a policy designed to effect the 
larger good to the nation than merely 
to record the too hasty impressions of 
@ constituency. 

Out of the harmonized aspirations, 
the fully informed convictions and the 
united efforts of all the people will 
come the greater Republic. Com- 
mercial eminence on the seas, ample 
agencies for the promotion and car- 
rying of our foreign commerce, are of 
no less importance to the people of 
Mississippi and the Missouri Valley, 
the Great Northwest and the Rocky 
Mountain States, than to the sea-

Holds Sayings Will Exceed Expenses. | 


It is my.firm belief that. the com- 
bined savings of operating losses and 
the protection of the capital account 
through more advantageous sales of 
our war-built or war-seized ships, be- 
cause of the favorable policy which the 
pending bill will establish, will more 
than pay every dollar expended in 
Government aid for twenty-five years 


to come. 

It should be kept in mind that the 
approximate sum of five millions an- 
nually paid for the transport of ocean 
mails is no new expenditure. It should 
be kept in mind that the loan fund to 
encourage building is not new; it is the 
law already, enacted by the. essen- 
tially unanimous vote of Congress. It 
is only included in the pending bill in 
order to amend so as to assure the 
exaction of a minimum interest rate 
by the Government, whereas the exist- 
ing law leaves the grant of building 
ne subject to any whim of favorit- 
sm. 

It should be kept in mind, also, that 
there are assured limitations of the 
Government aid proposed. The direct 
aid, with ocean carrying maintained at 
our present participation, will not 
reach twenty millions a year, and the 
maximum direct aid, if our shipping 
{s so promoted that we carry one-half 
our deep seas commerce, will not ex- 
ceed thirty millions annually. At the 
very maximum of outlay we should 
be saving twenty millions of our pres- 
ent annual operating loss. If the max- 
imum is ever reached, the establish- 
ment of our merchant marine will have 
been definitely recorded and the Gov- 
ernment-owned fleet fortunately liqui- 
dated. 

From this point of view it is the 
simple incontestable wisdom of busi- 
nesslike dealing to save all that Is 
possible of the annual loss and avoid 
the millions sure to be lost to the Gov- 
ernment’s capital account in sacrific- 
ing our fleet. 

But there is a bigger, broader, more 
inspiring viewpoint, aye, a patriotic 
viewpoint. I refer to the constructive 
action of today, which offers the only 
dependable promise of making our 
wartime inheritance of abips the 
foundation of a great agency of com- 
merce in peace and an added guaranty 
of service when it is necessary to our 
national defense. 

Thus far I have been urging Govern- 
ment ald to American shipping, having 
in mind every interest of our pro- 
ducing population, whether of mine, 
factory or farm, because expanding 
commerce is the foremost thought of 
every nation in the world today. 

I believe in Government aid becom- 
ingly bestowed. We have aided in- 
dustry through our tariffs. We have 
alded railway transportation in land 
grants and loans. We have aided the 
construction of market roads and the 
{mprovement of inland waterways. 
We have aided reclamation and irriga- 
tion. and the development of water 

wer. We have loaned for seed grains 

n anticipation of harvests. @ ex- 
pend millions in investigation and ex- 
erimentation to promote a common 
enefit, though a limited few are the 
direct beneficlariés. We have loaned 
hundreds of millions to promote the 
marketing of American goods. It has 
all been commendable and highly 
worth while. 


Would Give More Aid to Farmers. 


At the present moment the American 
farmer is the chief sufferer from the 
cruel readjustments which follow 
war's inflations, and befitting Gov- 
ernment aid to our farmers is highly 
essential to our national welfare. No 
people may safely boast a good for- 
tune which the farmer does not share. 

Already this Congress and the ad- 


ministrative branch of the Govern- 
ment have given willing ear to the 
agricultural plea for st-war relief, 
and much has been done which has 
proved helpful. Admfittedly, it is not 
enough. Our credit systems, under 
Government provision and _ control, 
must be promptly and safely broadened 
to relieve our agricultural distress. 

To this problem and such others of 
pressing importance as reasonably may 
be dealt with in the short session, I 
shall invite your attention at an early 
day. 

I have chosen to confine myself to 
the specific problem of dealing with 
our merchant marine because have 
asked you to assemble two weeks in 
advance of the regularly appointed 
time to expedite its consideration. The 
executive branch of the Government 
would feel itself remiss to contem- 
plate our yearly losses and attending 
fajlure to accomplish if the conditions 
were hot pressed for your decision. 
More, I would feel myself lacking in 
concern for America’s future if I 
failed to stress the beckoning eppor- 
tunity to equip the United States to 
assume a befitting place among the 
nations of the world whose commerce 
{is inseparable from the good fortune 
to which rightfully all peoples aspire. 























Hundreds of millions were being lost 
‘*in worn-out, sacrificed or scrapped 
shipping.’’ The Government, under the 
stress of war, the President said, had 
expended $3,000,000,000 to build a mer- 
chant. fleet and it was now losing $50,- 
000,000 a year in maintaining and oper- 
ating what was left of it. 

He emphasized that he was not ask- 
ing the Congress to appropriate more 
money for subsidies, but was proposing 
a method by which the Government 
could save money. He figured that the 
subsidy might cost $30,000,000 annually 
and this would mean an actual annual 
saving to the Government of $20,000,000. 

In this connection the President put 
the question squarely before Congress: 
“This problem can no Ilonger be 
ignored. Its attempted solution can no 
longer be postponed. The failure of 
Congress to act decisively will be no 
less disastrous than adverse action,”’ 

While there is considerable hostility 
to the subsidy bill in the House, the 
belief prevails that it will pass this body 
soon, although qpposition is increasing 
and the majority of about thirty on 
which the Republican leaders counted 
has begun to dwindle. The closure in 
the House will serve to prevent a long 
debate. 

The bill's fate in the Senate is prob- 
lematical. There is considerable opinion 
that if it should come to a vote in the 
Senate it would pass, but doubt is ex- 
pressed that, with the rules permitting 
unlimited debate, there will be any ac- 
tion on it in that body before the pres- 
ent Congress ends on March 4 next. 


Have Knives Out for the Bill. 


The La Follette and Capper groups in 
the Senate have their knives out for the 
bill, and there are certain mid-West 
Senators not in either group who aré ex- 
pected to oppose the measure. - 

After President Harding delivered his 
address today Senator La:-Follette came 


out in a blast against a ship subsidy. 
He said, that the-losses which the Gov- 
ernment is sustaining in operating a 
merchant fleet could be taken care of 
many times over by restoring the excess 
profits taxes and surtaxes, ‘‘ which,”’ he 
added, ‘‘ the present Administration has 
repealed.”’ 

Anti-subsidy Senators plan to force an 
extra session of the next Congress if that 
course is necessary to kill the subsidy 
bill. They can, force an extra session 
by filibustering against the annual sup- 
ply bills which must be passed to carry 
on the Government in the next fiscal 
year. It is understood, however, that 
they will forego a filibuster if they can 
obtain assurances from Administration 
leaders in Congress that the subsidy 
measure will not be pressed to passage.

REPUBLICANS ENDORSE BILL. 


National Club Adopts Ship Subsidy 
Resolution Without Debate. 


The National Republican Club at. its 
regular monthly meeting held last night 
adopted, without debate or dissent, a 
resolution presented by ex-Representa- 
tive William N. Douglas endorsing Pres- 
ident Harding's merchant marine policy, 
as defined in the President’s message 
read before the Congress yesterday. 

The ‘Committee on National Affairs 
presented two reports urging changes in 
the Interstate Commerce law to obviate 
strikes on railroads. After hours of de- 
bate action on these reports was de- 
ferred until the December meeting. 

Robert W. Bonynge, former President 
of the club, was sponsor for one report, 
which urged the abolition of the Rail- 
road Labor Board and transfer of its 
powers, to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. He also urged that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission law be 
amended so as to outiaw all strikes 
that would result in blocking or curtail- 
ing operations of common carriers by 
making it unlawful for two or more em- 
ployes of railroads to make an agree- 
ment looking to a tie-up of traffic. 

Former Attorney General Merton E. 
Lewis advocated amendments to the law 
which would require employes to bind 
themselves to service for a certain pe- 
riod; and would provide that any one 
going on strike in violation of such a 
contract wouid be subject to indict- 
ment and, upon conviction, to imprison- 
ment. An amendment was also urged 
which would render it unlawful for any 
rival common carrier to employ a person 
who had committed a breach of contract 
with another or had declined to sign one 
during any period covered by such an 
instrument. 

Mr. Lewis also advocated that the 
regulation of wages be placed under the 
control of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, with the proviso that these 
should fluctuate with the income of the 
employing railroad corporation. 

The meeting adopted resolutions pre- 
sented by ex-Judge William M. K. Ol- 
cott commemorating the services to the 
club of the late Louis Stern, who was 
its President from 1901 to 1905,

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TURKS DON'T WANT 
US AT LAUSANNE 


Ismet Says We Seek to Gain 
Benefits There Without In- 
curring Responsibilities. 


BITTER GIBE AT AMERICANS 


They Try, He Says, to Give Both 
Spiritual and Spirituous 
Ald to Turkey.

LAUSANNHD, Nov. 21.—The Presence 
of American delegates at the peace con- 
ference was the occasion of an impor- 
tant incident today. On the ground that 
the Washington Government had no 
right to be represented at a conference 
to make peace between Turkey and the 
Powers with whom she had been.at war, 
the Turkish delegation made a formal 
protest at this morning's meeting against 
America’s taking part in the conference, 
as well as against the representation 
asked for by Spain, Norway and Hol- 
land. 

By the energetic intervention of Lord 
Curzon the issue was avoided, but the 
Turks declare tonight that the matter 
fig not settled. 


Child Calis on Curzon. 


Before the general meeting today Am- 
bassador Child called on Lord Curzon 
and laid before him the seven Amer- 
fean points as outlined in teh note of 
Secretary Hughes to the powers. Mr. 
Child made a statement saying that 
the American delegates wished to keep 
in touch with all that was going on 
and to express their Government's opin- 
fon on matters of American interest, 
but that they would assume no respon- 
sibilities, would not vote and would not 
sign any agreement reached. 

It was then that the Turks made 
their protest, saying that America and 
the other nations interested were not 
mentioned in the allied note of Sept. 23 
mor in the note of Nov. 4 and declar- 
ing that they had no power to nego- 
tiate with powers other than those 
which had been at war with Turkey. 

The Americans made no defense of 
their position, but Lord Curzon pointed 
out that these powers had general in- 
terests in Turkey and had the right 
to be heard. The Turks retorted that 
Russia also had such interests, but had 
been excluded from the conference. 

The Turks tonight explain that it was 
because he had not regarded this issue 
as settled that Ismet Pasha refused the 
invitation to state at this afternoon's 
meeting Turkey’s program for peace. 

According to the Turks, the United 


States is assuming the unfair position { 


of trying to enjoy ail the benefits to 
be gained from the Lausanne conference 
without paying anything. They say 
that if the United States seeks to ne- 
gotiate a separate treaty with them 
they will be agreeable, but they do not 
wish America to be represented at Lau- 
sanne merely to bring pressure on them 
without the possibility of their gaining 


anything from America. They fear that 
Washington will subsequently seek to 
enjoy all the privileges gained by the 
Allies at Lausanne, without subscribing 
to any concessions the Allies will make 
to Angora in order to conclude their 
bargain. 

The Turkish spokesmen also make the 
point that they cannot understand the 
policy of the American Government. 
which at the Washington conference 
sought to lift the burden or capitula- 
tions from China and at the Lausanne 

ference seeks to fasten them on 
Burkey, which they say is more civil- 
d than China. 


Says We Bootleg and Evangelize. 

Ismet Pasha is quoted as having said 
to Lord Curzon tonight, in discussing 
the Turkish protest against the presence 
fim Turkey of Americans: 

‘These people tried to send us spirit- 
ual and spirituous aid which we do not 
need.’’ 

This is a reference to American mis- 
sionaries and to the reported attempts 
of American agents to sell in Turkey 
American whisky, large stocks of 
which were sent from America to 
Europe just before the prohibition law 
went into effect. Turkey under the An- 
gora régime is dry. 

This incident will not break up 
the conference nor bar the Americans, 
unless they are recalled, but it may 
serve as a basis for all fight by the 
Turks to have the Russians admitted 
to the conference with the same status 
as the Americans. 

At the close of today’s meeting the 
American correspondents asked Mr 


Child if there was any news. He re- 
plied that there was no news, and that 


if he were a correspondent he would 
write nothing. It was only late tonight 
that the story of the Turkish protest 
leaked out, despite official secrecy. 
The second day of the conference was 


marked by three other developments:

WASHINGTON, Nov, 21.—The recent 
eutburst in Mexican political circles 
egainst the attitude of the American 
Government toward legislation pending 
in the Mexican Congress which would 
have an important bearing on America 
tights in Mexico, as well as in Amerf- 
can-Mexican relations, is considered a 
closed incident’ by the’ State Depart- 
ment. Reports that Alberto Pant, the 
Mexican Foreign Minister, also consid-- 
ers the incident closed are pleasing 
to American officials. 

There is no doubt among Washington 
officials that President Obregon’s re- 
marks would have placed the United 
States in a false position before the 
Mexican Congress if allowed to go un- 
challenged, but there is no disposition 
to make an issue out of the occurrence, 
the policy of this Government being 
one of seeking only friendly relations 
with the Mexican nation on the basis of 
full protection of legitimately acquired 
American rights and interests south of 
the Rio Grande. 

It was made quite plain in a high offi- 
celal quarter today that the incident has 
ereated no rift in relations between the 
two countries, and it was also evident 
that officials did not care ta. charac- 
terize in any manner the action ‘of 
President Obregon and Sefior Pant. 

The whole concern of the United 
Btates Government, it was. declared by 
officials today, is to protect American 
rights in Mexico which had been threat- 
med by possible application of Article 

of the. Mexican Constitution of 1917, 
which, if made retroactive, would result 
fm the confiscation of valuable American 
property xights legitimately acquired.

Outlaw Army of 30,000 Is De-' 
stroying Every Town on Its 
Road, Missionary Reports. 


DEAD STREWN. ALONG TRAIL 


Thousands of Natives Taken Cap-! 
tive, Some Held for Ransom 
and Others Are Killed. 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 21 (Associated 
Press).—The bandit army of Honan 
Province, 30,000 strong, which has kid- 
napped a number of forelgn missionaries 
recently, is laying wastea path six miles 
wide across the province, burning ovary’ 


{ 
city, town and farmhouse in its line of | 
march and leaving its trail strewn with | 
dead- bodies, according to a letter re-j 
ceived here from H. E. Ledgard, an 
English missionary, who escaped. : 

“The bandit army,’’ said Ledgard’s 
letter, ‘‘ is made up mostly of disbanded 
troops, the majority of them well; 
mounted and well.armed. It totals prob- 
ably 30,000 men. 

“They march over the countryside, 
épread across a route six miles wide, 
lighting their way at night by burning 
farmhouses. Every city and town| 
through which they pass is burned and | 
epoted. Thousands of men, women and, 
children are being carried away. Some 
of these have been ransomed, but many 
have been cruelly shot. Our road was 
strewn with bodies. 

*On Nov. 10 the bandits encountered 
and overawed a force of Government 
troops near Chumatien. 

“At the time I made my escape the| 
bandits were holding captive six foreign; 
— and one child, seven in all, of! 
fwyhom four were Americans, two were! 

ch and one an Italian priest.” |

Barly on the morning of Oct. 28 I 
was awakened by rifle firing near by.

*‘In the next few days the bandits 
captured, sacked and burned the towns 
of Sengchiunsien and Ingchowfu fn An- 
hwei Province. I saw Madam and Miss 
Soderstrom for a few minutes at Seng-) 
chiunsien. They told me they had been 
captured when their mission was de-' 
stroyed a few days previously.’”’

+The Soviet Government must not be 
afraid to give concession to foreign capi- 
talists, Premier Lenin declared at a 
great meeting of the Moscow Sovict in 
thé Grand Opera House last night. 

‘* Russia;’’ said Lenin, ‘‘is so big and 
has such wonderful economic possibili- 
ties that there Is no reason to. refuse 
any fair proposition from interests out- 
side the country. We will make such 
favorable arrangements that the. capital- 
ists will be compelled to come to do 
business with us despite their present 
enmity toward us.”’ 

He emphasized that Russia’s legisla- 


‘tion. was so framed that it was quite |- 


ossible for capitalists to engage in 

usiness -here safely and under almost 
normal conditions, reaping fair profits 
for their undertakings. 

Premier Lenin remarked that there 
were many difficulties still confrontin 
Russia—new problems which demands 
new methods and new men to carry 
thein out. 

“ We must’ strive to learn to work un- 
der the new conditions,’’ he continued; 
*-we must learn to be flexible. Of al 
that. we have gained in our five years’ 
gtruggle, there is nothing we shall give 
pack to the bourgeoisie. We must not 
dismiss any of our old aims, but at the 
game time there is no harm admitting 
the fact that in some quarters we now 
are considered in the class of a capital- 
istic country.’’’

e Presbyterian Church which today 
awarded his board an appropriation of 
$25,855 for 1924. 
'“ Not only does golf create a lack of 
Tespect for the Sabbath on the part of 
the players,’’ said Dr. Bowlby, ‘“ but 
consider the harm it does to the more 
than 300,000 caddies, most of them boys 
6f tender age, who, are employed each 
Sunday. Seventy per cent. of the golf- 
érs defend their actions by saying that 
they work hard six days a week and 
that their only hope of getting proper 
éxercise is to play golf on Sunday. This 
fs a ridiculous assertion when one knows 
that most of this group find sufficient 
time during the week to follow the 
e.”" 
_In a tiradeagainst Sunday movies, Dr. 
Bowlby declared that while golf playing 
én the’ Sabbath was bad, the movies 
were a thousand times worse, for the 
former was not commercialized. ‘‘ The 
exhibitors,”” he said, ‘“‘ want to make 


®unday the biggest dollar-getting day of 


the week, but if they were wise they 
would steer clear of Sabbath shows, for 
the public can stand so much of the 
movies and no more.

PARIS, Noy. 21.—When the Paris Mu- 
nicipality recently adopted a resolution 
favoring the levy of a daily tax on 
all, visitors stopping at hotels similar to 
that in force at many health resorts, the 
Government stepped/in and vetoed the 
scheme, which was considered contrary 
to the dignity of the French capital. The 
Municipal Council was obliged to bow to 
superior authority, but the non-applica- 
tion of the new tax meant a heavy blow 
for the Paris budget, as it had been ex- 
peeted to supply the city with over 30,- 
000,000 francs annually, 

The city authorities have evolved a 
plan to circumvent the difficulty by in- 
stituting a heavy municipal tax on all 
hotels, pensions and furnished apart- 
ments. It is argued that this will not 
only supply the city with funds but. will 
help solve the housing problem, because 
many owners of furnished apartments 
will be subject to a heavy tax and will 
be obliged to give up the trade in flats. 

If the tax is voted it is visitors to 
Paris who will pay, as, according to a 
well-established custom, the hotel keep- 
ers will naturally raise the price of 
reoms in order to recuperate. 


HUNT NEGRO SLAYER. 


Texas Posses Trail Negro Who Also 
Assaulted Woman. 


WACO, Texas, Nov. 21.—Posses of cit- 
izens and officers were scouring the 
countryside teday for a negro who last 
night shot and killed Grady Skipwerth, 
son of a local contractor,’ and roughly 
treated Miss Naomi Boucher. 

The automobile in which they were rid- 
ing and in which thelr assallant escaped 
was found two miles northwest of Waco. 
Miss Boucher is under the care of phy- 
sicians, who say her condition is serious. 

Skipworth, who was 19 years old, was 
shot and killed and his companion at- 
tacked last night near Lover's Leap, on 
the Bosque River, near Waco, while 
they were riding in an automobile, Ac- 
cording to reports to the police, the 
negro, after robbing Skipworth, shot 
him and threw his body over a thirty- 
foot cloff. Later he threw the girl over 
the cliff. The girl reacned her home 
about 8:80 o'clock this morning. The 
negro escaped in Skipworth’s automo- 
bile. 

The crime corresponds in detail to the 
killing of Sid Bolton, a prominent young 
man in this community, and the assault- 
ing of a girl companion several months 
ago. A negro chargea with the crime 
was shot and killed by the girl's father 
immediately following his arrest, and a 
mob burned his body.

PROHIBITION AND MEDICINE. 
When the Supplemental Prohibition 


| Mararcement bill was before the Sen- 


ate, several Senators said that, in their 
opinion, the provisions which regu- 
late the use of spirituous liquors for 
medicinal purposes were probably un- 
censtitutional. The act limits to one 
pint days the amount of 
liquor a physician may prescribe for 
a patient. The amendment says “ for 
beverage purposes.’’ ‘‘I do not pro- 
pose by my vote,’’ said the late 
Knox, -‘‘ to put into the

““not intended it should contain. I

A phy- 
sician becomes a criminal by the 
mere fact of writing a prescription 
for more than a pint of whisky for 
one patient within ten days, and, so 
far as the revocation of his permit is 
concerned, he is denied his constitu- 
tional right of trial by jury. (This 
interpretation of the lawW is supported 
by competeat legal opinion.) The law 
states that ‘‘ after a permit has been 
‘‘revoked by the Commissioner the 
‘“* permitee may have a review of the 
“decision before a Court of Equity 
‘‘ during the pendency of such action. 
‘*Such permit may be temporarily 
“revoked.” The precedent established 
by the Volstead act in restricting med- 
ical practice should, if physicians 
value their therapeutic liberty, be 
met with a protest which would com- 
mand attention. Today it is alcohol, 
tomorrow it may -be any remedy 
which falls under the ban, 

This protest and others were not 
{heeded by Senators and Representa- 
itives, blindly obeying the commands 
lof the Anti-Saloon League. Now 105 
of the most eminent physiclans and 
surgeons of this city, of them 
strong prohibitionists, have formed an 
Association for the Protection of Con- 
stitutional Rights.

THE COMPLETE OBSERVER. 

Mr. FRANK O. LOWDEN, a gentleman 
whose name was often printed in the 
papers in the early months of 1920, 
made a speech about America and 
Europe the other day at the Chicago 
City Club.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Ts it not well, while the minds of our 
citizens are still on the recent election, 
to emphasize the fact that the. really 
supreme business of life in a democracy 
fs politics?

Rescuer of Many Lives Re- 
ceived the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 


HIS MANY DEEDS OF VALOR’ 


Death Due to Polsoning of His Sys- 
tem When Saving a Small Boy’s 
Life in 1911. 


Lieutenant Michael J. Mulhall, one of 
the heroes of the New York Police De- 
partment, died yesterday at his home, 
1,745 West Tenth Street, Brooklyn. The 
primary cause of his death is said to 
have been due to the poisoning of his 
system received when he reseued a small 
boy from a sewer in 1011. The Ideuten- 
ant was born in this city in 1874, and he 
became a policeman in 1896. Five years 
later he was promoted to a Sergeantcy, 
and he was made a Lieutenant in 1613. 

His earller years in the department 
were spent as a member of the marine 
division. His last station was at the 
Charles Street Station: Slight of bulld 
‘and of pleasing appearance the Lieutén- 
ant had the habit of being on the spot 
whenever some one was in danger. In 
1899, when living in Washington Street, 
he left his bed, anf clad only in his 
pajamas he captured two escaping bur- 
glars. The following year he rescued a 
man who had fallen off a Staten Island 
ferryboat. In 1902 he broke his leg stop- 
ping a runaway team. 

On March 21, 3005, he reeefved hon- 
orable mention, for his ,work in the 
Slocum disaster. On May 25, 1009, he 
was commendéd for herole action in rés- 
cuing a drowning man, and again on 
May 4, 1910, he was commended for 
‘‘ excellent polite duty’’ after rescuing 
a drowning man off Coney Island, In 
1911, during a mutiny on board an EXng- 
lish ship in the harbor, fourteen Chinese 
jumped overboard. Ten of them were 

ersonally rescued by Lieutenant Mul- 

all. He received the Congressional 
Medal for this action and also receltved 
@ medal from the Chinese Government. 

On the afternoon of March 7, 1911, 
Edwin J. Burell, 4 years old, of 320 East 
Ninetieth Street, fell into a manhole 
Where street cleaners were dumping 
énow and ice, at Eighty-sixth Street 

nd East End Avenue. Mulhall ran 

rom his launch at the foot of Eighty- 
sixth Street to the manhole a _ block 
away and after lifting another manhole 


climbed down and found the child im- 
mersed to its neck in the slush and 


snow. 
In May, 1912, the Police Department 


ewarded him a medal and he received 
honorable mention for having on two 
occasions ‘rescued drowning persons, 
and again in May, 1914, he rescued a 
man and his son who had fallen from 
a boat of the Iron Steamboat Line. 
During the same month he rescued an- 
other drowning man and contracted 
pneumonia. For a while he was in a 
eritical condition in the Presbyterian 
Hospital. 

Ideutenant Mulhall left a widow, four 
sons and a daughter.

Dr. David Wolfstein opened the meet- 
ing with sarcastic references to efforts 
to suppress birth control meetings in 
New York. He said birth control gen- 
erally was practiced by the upper classes 
but had not been regulated so that it 
might be. practiced with the best re- 
Bults to society. 

Mrs. Juliet Barrett Rublee of New 
York, Vice President of the Birth Con- 
trol League, was the lecturer. ‘' It is no 
more improper or indecent to discuss in 
a scientific spirit the anatomy, physiol- 
ogy and hygiene of reproduction than it 
ig to discuss the functions of the brain 
or the heart or of any other organ,’ she 
said. ‘‘ We need birth control because 
if the superior people continue to be out- 
bred by the inferior, by the ignorant, 
the diseased, the victous, the feeble- 
minded, the insane, at the present rate, 
the problems of the future are going to 
be so serious and difficult and danger- 
ous thet civilization itself may he over- 
whelmed.”*

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TALK OF CARDINALS 
AS ITALIAN SENATORS 


Naming of Maffi and Endrici 
Would Complete Reconciliation 
of Church and State. 


ROME, Nov. 21 (Associated Press)— 
The cordial attitude of Benito Mussolini, 
the Fascista Premier of Italy, toward 
the Vatican has been shown recently in 
his speeches, including that delivered 
when presenting his Cabinet to Parlia- 
ment. 

This fact has caused rumors to circu~ 
late that Mussolini would propose to 
King Vietor Emmanuel that the monarch 
appoint two Cardinals as Senators of 
the Kingdom, namely, Cardinal Maffi, 
the leatned Archbishop of Pisa, who was 
one of the foremost candidates for the 
Papal crown last January and a per- 
sonal friend of the reigning family, and 
Cardinal WPndrici, Prince Bishop of 
Trent, who, when Trent was under Aus- 
trian rule, suffered because of his pa- 
triotism for Italy. 

According to canon law, ecclesiastics 
may not accept Government appoint- 
ments without the authorization of the 
ecclesiastical authority, which, in the 
case of a Cardinal, would be the Pope 
himself, In the last fifty-two years, or 
since the loss of the temporal power of 
the pe, no ecclesiastic has been ap- 
pointed a Senator, and since the extat- 
ence parliamentary government in 
Italy only seven Cardinais have had 
seats in the Senate. The last appoint- 
ment of a Cardinal to the upper cham- 
ber was made in 1866. The Cardinal 
peck ge 7 of Turin, who w a Sen- 
ator in 1870, never resigned his seat, but 
after the Pope was deprived of territo- 
rial sovereignty over Rome the Cardinal 
never re-entered the upper chamber, 

If Mussolini succeeds in having two 
Cardinals aapymres to the Senate it is 
feit here that this will be the final ste 
toward official reconciliation of Chureh 


and State in Italy, which practically al- 
ready exists. 


LAUSANNE, Nov. 21.—When he was 
asked today for a statement concerning 
the relations between the new Italfan 
Government and the Vatican, Mussolini 
answered : 

‘**I am religious. I think religion is the 
ge fundamental moral force fn the 
ife of the people, and I am hostile to 
anything that savors of the atheistic or 
anti-clerical.

stween the Fascista Government and 
the Vatican will be very cordial.”

The reason I am interesting myself in 
this case is because Filmore Watt 
Daniel served overseas with me in 
the same company with the rank of 
sergeant, namely Company A, 336th 
Battalion of the Tank Corps. — 

At the time of his enlistment Daniel 
was well beyond the draft age and 
could have been exempted in any 
case as an agriculturist. Neverthe- 
less, he left his old farmer to run one 
of the largest cotton plantations in 
that part of the country to do his 
duty as a citizen regardless of the 
technical justification the Government 
gave him for staying home. 

Just how well his State and country 
have rewarded Daniel can be seen 
by the enclosed letter and newspaper. 
When the Governor of a State ad- 
mits that justice cannot be secured 
through local authority it seems obvi- 
ous that the Federal authorities gain 
jurisdiction, and the letter of Gov- 
ernor Parker clearly puts this case 
in that category. 

If you could spare a small fraction 
of your time to see that justice is 
done, there is no question in my 
mind that more good would come 
of it because of your eminence and 
national standing. While I have laid 
these facts before the Department of 
Justice, I have had nothing of en- 
couragement, yet I can testify, as 
can Daniels’s comrades, that he was 
a man of the highest character and 
moral integrity. During the whole 
exposé of the Klan by The New York 
World and other newspapers never 
has such a flagrant case been noted.

May Appeal to Other Governors. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (Associated 
Press).—Governor Parker of Louisiana 
left for home tonight declaring that he 
would continue his study of the activi- 
ties of the Ku Klux Klan in his State 
before taking any action. As yet, he 
said, he had no opportunity to map out 
a plan of further action.

PROSECUTED IN VIRGINIA 


Decision Reserved in Richmond Pro- 
ceedings Denying Klan’s Right 
' to Operate There.

TOPEKA, Nov. 21.—Seven persons 
were named as officers, organizers or 
members of the Ku Klux Klan in Kan- 
sas in the ouster proceedings against 
the Klan brought by Rickard J. Hop- 
kins, Attorney General, in the Supreme 
Court here today. The men listed by 
the Attorney General are: 

J. Robinson Winfield, organizer; H. 
Bullard, Fort Scott, organizer; Thomas 
R. Daly, editor of The Bourbon News 
and Secretary of the local chapter of 
the Klan; Bruce Hinkle, Cyclops of the 
Caney Klan; Richard Martin, an offi- 
cer of the Caney Klan; W. D. McCrab, 
Secretary of the Coffeyville Klan; No- 
ble C. McAIl, Secretary of the Arkan- 
sas City Klan. 

The petition seeks an injunction on 
ten counts against the members from 
continuing the activities of the organ- 
ization. One count is based upon the 
fact that the Klan is a Georgia corpora- 
tion which has never obtained authority 
to do business In Kansas and has not 
complied with the laws relating to or- 
ganizations filing statements showing 
who the officers are and where they 
may be found. The second count Is 
based upon the meetings of the Klan in 
public and private, in which the iden- 
tity of the members Is concealed and 
in which alleged acts unlawful are dis- 
cussed and planned. 

The petition would exclude the Kian 
and its members from doing. the fol- 
lowing: 

Acting as a corporation or as members 
of a corporation. 

Holding meetings where the identity 
of those participating is concealed. 

Making threats or attempting to in- 
timidate any person/ 

Fomenting any persona] animosities 
or hostilities because of the race, birth 
or religion of others. 

Assembling in public or private with 
the purpose of doing unlawful acts. 

Clement H. Reed, Judge of the City 
Court of Coffeyville, has resigned as 
Cyclops of the Coffeyville Klan. Some 
time ago the Attorney General notified 
Reed and other public officials who were 
thought to be members of the Klan that 


they must relinquish their offices or re- 
sign their membership in the Klan. 


Allen Tells of Violence. 


*‘ There is coming to my attention con- 
stantly an increasing mumber of com- 
plaints from people who have received 
threatening letters signed by the Ku 
Klux Klan,’’ said Governor Allen today. 
“Such unrest and terrorism should not 
occur in any well-organized State. 

‘In addition, a few acts of violence 
have been committed, most conspicuous 
of which was the whipping of the Mayor 
of Liberty, Whether or not those acts 
have been committed under the diaguise 
adopted by the Klan, there is no way of 
finding the responsible heads of this or- 
ganization, because the ‘officers have 
persistently declined to come to the Sec- 
retary of State’s office as the law pro- 
vides, and take out a charter. 

*‘ Therefore our only recourse in order 
to protect law and order is to ask the 
Supreme Court to prohibit them from 
doing business, since the Kian is not 
content to conduct its business in the 
open as other organizations. 

**I do not deny, of course, that many 
excellent men are associated with this 
order, but they do not realize how dan- 
gerous it is to society to allow in this 
country any maske organization to 
arrogate unto itself the right of assum- 
ing the power of government over the 
citizens.’

Board Leaves 50,000 Cloth- 
ing Workers Without 
Leadership. 


RADICALS QUIT PAYING DUES 


General Office of the Amalgamated 
Accused of Connivance—Hill- 
man Hurrles Home. 


A crisis in the affairs of the New 
York organization of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America became 
apparent yesterday, when it was an- 
nounced that the New York Joint Board 
and its staff had resigned because of 
the activities of communists and other 
radicals and had appealed to the Gen- 
eral Executive Board to act at once to 
save the local organization from col- 
lapse. 

The resignation of the conse) vative 
board leaves thirty-six local unions, 
about 50,000 clothing workers, without 
a joint executive body. Sidney Hillman, 
President of the Amalgamated, is re- 
ported to be hurrying back from Russia. 

Since the radical element lost a recent 
election it is said to have been resort- 
ing to all sorts of tactics to frustrate 
the administration, such as not paying 
dues. Within the last twenty-four 
hours, however, its adherents are de- 
clared to have resumed payments. The 
Workers’ Trade Union MHducational 
League, promoted by William Z. Foster, 
is credited by the radical leaders with 
forcing out the officers. 

The board members said in their letter 
of resignation: 

*‘ Leaflets of a most vicious nature, ac- 
cusing the officers of the New York 
Joint Board of everything from petty 
larceny to first. degree murder, have 
been publicly circulate?, and still the 
general office kept silent. What is more, 
certain people at the national office have 
directly aided and abetted all their 
shameful conspiracies. 

“When all the sane elements of the 
organization have united to ask the gen- 
eral office to establish order in the 
New York Joint Board, the national of- 
fice, with the help of the very same ele- 
ments who are responsible for the chaos 
in our organization, have adopted a 
pas of reorganization which, instead of 

elping the situation, is directed for the 
purpose of discrediting the officers of 
the New York Joint Board and to make 


tt ae ithe goats of the unpleasant situ- 
ation. 

The resignation has been accepted. 
Peter Monat, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Joint Board, resigned in protest against

of manager of the Coat Makers’ Trade 
Board, from which H. Heller, also a

Hyman Blumberg, a general board 
member, acting as manager of the New 
York body, is calling together local ex- 
ecutive boards of the unions to get sug- 
gestions for temporary officers until Mr. 
Hillman can get here to effect a reorg- 
anization. 

Business agents and dues clerks hav- 
ing resigned, the offices at 621 Broad- 
way were tenanted yesterday only by 
stenographers. Routine work will be 
continued by volunteers.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 21.— 
Whether the Ku Klux Klan has in- 
vaded Harvard or Hubert K. Clay of 
Colorado Springs, a sophomore, has been 
made the subject of a practical, joke 
was in doubt today. On top of a warn- 
ing to him to leave the city, signed 
“K. K. K.,” and a telephone call of 
the same nature, Clay said that a fellow- 
student called on him just before he 
retired last night, and, after repre- 
senting himself to be a Klansman, adopt- 
ed a threatening attitude.

Schooner Raid, Basis of Charges, 
Made In Harbor Police Area, 
They Say—Decision Reserved. 


Police Inspector Thomas F. Walsh, in 
command of the Ninth Inspection Dis- 
trict, Brooklyn, and Captain Frank J. 
Rohrig, in charge of the Vanderveer 
Park Police Station, that borough, were 
placed on trial yesterday before First 
Deputy Police Commissioner John A. 
Leach, at the Brooklyn Police Head- 
quarters, charged with neglect of duty 
in that they failed to take proper pre- 
caution. to prevent the violation of the 
State Prohibition law.

Acting Deputy Chief Inspector John 
O'Brien, complaining, represented the 
Police Department at the trial. Both 
Inspector Walsh and Captain Rohrig 
took charge of their own cases and ques- 
tioned many witnesses they had sum- 
moned. 

The case against Captain Rohrig was 
called first. The four raiding officers, 
Ideutenants Thomas C. Deszell and 
Daniel Mangan and Patrolmen Michael 
J. Kelly and Arthur Stephen, all testified 
that they boarded the Marguerite and 
found a cargo of liquor in sacks valued 
at $7,500. 


Raiders Saw Policemen. 


Each of the policemen in the raiding 
party said they had met policemen of 
Captain Rohrig’s precinct at various 
places along the waterfront before the 
raid. Each witness for the department, 
however, said that they did not observe 
any policemen of the precinct at or near 
the pier when the liquor-laden schooner 
was seized.

SUFFRAGE LOSES IN FRANCE. 
Senate Rejects the Bill

PARIS, Nov. 21.—By a vote of 156 to 
184 the Senate this evening threw out 
the bill to give suffrage to women, 
which the Chamber of Deputies passed 
two years ago. 

The majority against the proposal was 
much narrower than had been expected, 
and, considering the opposition which 
woman's suffrage has met with in the 
past, it can be described as a considera- 
ble victory for the cause. 

¥rom the outset it was certain that 
the present Senate would not pass the 
measure, Fear of church influence at 
the elections was all through the de- 
bates, the dominating argument against 
giving the franchise. 

Another argument used with force was 
that French wdémen did not want the 
ballot. This is even more true than tt 
was of the’ majority of American and 
Bnglish women when they received suf- 
frage. 

‘Although the suffrage societies are 
fairly strong, it cannot be honestly said 
that even 10 per cent. of the women of 


the cosaaey eare one way or the other 
about the ballot.

Mr. Anderson charged the Republican 
Party in this State with dodging the 
issue of enforcement in the last election 
and with “ treachery and boneheadism.”’ 
He asserted that not a single dry Con- 
gressional candidate had been defeated 
by a wet candidate in this State, that 
Schoharie County, normally Democratic, 
had gone Republican because of enforce- 
ment sentiment and the efforts of the 
league, and that Governor Miller made 
a mistake in declining the Prohibition 
nomination. 

The next Congress, according to Mr. 
Anderson, will show a maximum wet 
gain of ten_in the Lower House and a 
dry gain of three in the Senate. ‘‘ What- 
ever victory the wets have won,’’ he 
declared, ‘‘ is psychological.’”’

WINS FIVE STRAIGHT GAMES, 


Doors of Hotel Pennsylvania 
Ballroom Are Closed as Crowd 
Clamors for Admission. 


CONTI DOWNS HOREMANS 


Second Place Tle Decided by Grand 
Averages, Conti and 
Horemans Finishing as Named.

Willie Hoppe regained the world’s 
18.2 professional balkline billiard cham- 
Pionship by defeating Jake Schaefer, 
who won the title last year, in the 
fifteenth and final game of the inter- 
national tournament at the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania last night. The score was 500 
to 283. 

The winner averaged 418-12 and the 
loser 237-12. Hoppe’s high runs were 
188 and 106, the latter being the unfin- 
ished cluster with which he ran out the 
|game. Schaefer's best innings produced 
drives of 90 and 68. Hoppe went through 
the tournament without losing a game. 
He won five in a row, defeating Edouard 
Horemans of Belgiim, Welker Cochran 
of San Francisco, Roger Conti ofFrance. 
Erich Hageniacher of Germany and Jake 
Schaefer of Chicago, in that order. 

The defeat was Schaefer’s second, he 
previously having lost to Horemans. Itj 
dropped him into a tie with Horemans ; 
and Conti for second, third and fourth} 


places. This tie wag decided by the| 
grand averages. On this system Schae- 
fer will get second money, $1,500, with; 
a grand average of 30 6-68; Conti third, | 

51,000, with 30 1-65, and Horemans/| 
ourth, $750, with 28 8-69. Cochran will 
receive fifth prize, $250.

As soon as Willie 
had scored the final point of his unfin- 
ished run of 106, immediately following 
a string of 188, the crowd rushed pell- 
mell to the table side, rancously cheer- 
ing and Lapham § four a chance to shake 
the champion's hand. Some of the more 
enthusiastic tried to lift him to their 
shoulders and carry him from the grand 
ballroom. It required a cordon of atten- 
ante and his closest friends to restrain 
them. 


Big Purse for Hoppe. 


Besides winning the title and the $1,000 
diamond medal, Hoppe will get a casi 
prize of $3,000 and 46 per cent of the 
net gate receipts. Schaefer will get 23 | 


per cent. of the receipts, in addition to 
the $1,500; Conti, 15 per cent. and $1,- 
000; Horemans, 12 per cent. and &750, 
Cochran, 4 per cent. and $250, while 
Hagenlacher is left out in the cold 
pi peteating Schaefer and regaining 
the title he lost in the tournament at 
Chicago a year ago Hoppe played some | 
of the best billiards he hag shown in re-! 
cent years. After starting slowly and 
apparently on the verge of defeat, he 
unlimbered hig stroke and completed the 
game with runs of 188 and 106 in the} 
eleventh and twelfth innings. Up to 
that time he had averaged but a ac- 
tion more than 20 for ten innings. 

After the tournament Willie iioppe de- 
nied the current report that he intended 
to retire immediately, ‘’ I intend to de- 
fend the title throughout the season. I 
will not make any further announcement 
than that until next Autumn.” 

Never fn the annals of billiards has 
there been such a crowd out for a cham- 
pionship game. More than an hour be- 


| fore time for the match to begin it was 


|} estimated that upward of 2, persons 
were assembled in the lobby leading to 
the ballroom stairs and elevators and 
speculators were asking as high as $18 
for a single $3 ticket. 

The seating capacity of the room, 
1,000, was soon taxed and still the crowd 
gathered outside, clamoring for admit- 
tance. It required extra plain clothes 
men to guard the doors, for several 
attempts were made to rush them. When 
it was finally necessary to close the 
doors there were fully 3,000 persons out- 
side and at least 2,000 filling ting 4 seat 
and every inch of standing room inside.

MANAGER OF GREB 


State Athletic Commission Re- 
stores Engel to Good Stand- 
ing After Hearing. 


George Engel, manager of Harry 
Greb, who holds the American light- 
heavyweight championship title, yester- 


day was restored to good standing by 
the State Athletic Commission at the 
board's weekly meeting. Engel had 
been suspended on a charge which al-

The alle- 
gation followed Greb's bout recently 
with Bob Roper at Buffalo. Engel and 

Manager Murray of the club where 
the bout was held both denied that a 
guarantee had been paid Greb. Chair- 
man William Muldoon thereupon rein- 
stated Engel. 

The commission notified Gréb by letter 
that the champion would be compelled 
to fulfill bouts already contracted for 
by Engel. Greb and his manager will 
sever relations after Nov. 27, when the 
contract between the boxer and Engel 
expires. Engel said he has arranged 
six’ miatches for Greb for future dates. 
The commission granted Greb a delay 
in fulfilling these contracts because of 
the iliness of his wife and the necessity 
for Greb accompanying his wife to 
Phoenix, Ariz. Upon his return from 
Arizona Greb will be compelled to go 
through with the bouta. Chaipman Mul. 
doon’s letter provided, however, that 
Greb would not be compelled to fulfill 
any contracts which Engel might make 
after Nov. 27. 

Chairman Muldoon notified Frank 
Flournoy Madison Square Garden 
matchmaker, not to arrange any bouts 
for Pancho Villa in which the American 
flyweight champion would out of his 
class, The commission's ruling was that

The management of the Giants | 
would ‘never be a party to an attempt to 
vilate a business contract, and we 
violate a business contract, and we be- | 
lowed to run its full course unless the 
objectionable features in it can be al- 
tered by orderly methods, and with the | 
consent of the minor leagues. 


Rogrets Present Draft Situation. 


‘Of course, the New York club re- 
grets that the draft is constituted as at | 
present. It works a hardship on us; for | 
one thing it compels us to pay more for 
our young players, but the New York | 
club can afford to pay this and does it} 
gladly in order to keep a winning team 
at the Polo Grounds.

Students and Alumni Turn Out 
in Demonstration of Loyalty 
to Beaten Players. 


TEAM IS REORGANIZED 


Luman Replaces Injured Eddy at 
Left End—Neidlinger Likely 
te Start at Quarter.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Noy. 21—The 
home-coming of the Yale eleven this 
afternoon brought a crowd of 8,000 
alumni and undergraduates to the rail- 
road station to welcome the players who 
were defeated at Princeton. Several 
hundred more persons attested to their 
loyalty to the team by rallying behind 
President J, T. Houk of the Yale Navy, 
head cheer leader, and lustily uncorking 
individual volleys of yells for every Play- 
er, for Captain Jordan and Head Coach 
Jones. The Yale brass band and the 
college Glee Club were on hand to add 
to the din. The players were taken in 
automobiles through the streets, followed 
by the crowd. The procession dispersed 


| at the campus, but the players proceeded 


to the Bowl, where in the gathering dusk 
they ran through signals for half an 
hour. 

While the reception to the team sound- 
ed the keynote of Yale's preparation for 
Saturday's game with Harvard, the reor- 
ganization of the eleven, which took 
place in the Bowl, had a more direct 
bearing on the outcome of the Harvard 
encounter, The loss of Mike Eddy, left 
end, was made definite, and that of 
Jack Diller, right tackle, was asserted as 
extremely probable. Eddy wrenched his 
knee during the game at Princeton and 
returned to this city on Sunday practi- 
eally crippled for a few weeks. Diller's 
arm. was slightly sprained, but he may 
play a few minutes against Harvard; 
Dick Luman was given Eddy's berth at 
left end today, and is the probable per- 
manent selection for the place. He cap- 
tained the Exeter eleven two seasons 
ago and starred for the Yale freshmen 
last Wall. 

Johuny Joss replaced Diller last Satur- 
day and filled right tackle again in the 
signal drill this afternoon. The coaches 
have not décided the tackles’ positions, 
however, some favoring switching Lester 
Miller from left to right tackle and using 
Monty Dever was 
assigned right end, and the coaches are 
inclined to start him ahead of Tony Hul- 


jman in that position against Harvard. 


Cruikshank and Cross are rush line bul- 
warks at guard, and Winslow Lovejoy 
has been regarded a fixture at centre 
since he replaced Landis last month. 


Mallory Shows Improvement. 


Bill Mallory has shown rapid improve- 
ment since Saturday, and was restored 
to the fullback assignment. It is prac- 
tically certain that he will start the Har- 
vard game, although both Henry Scott 
and Eddie Bench replaced him for a few 
minutes in that position this afternoon.

The slight muscle bruise which led tv 
keeping Wight on the side lines at 
Princeton has disappeared, and the 
coaches favor installing him in the line- 
up to bring a punting game to Harvard 
at the outset. Charley O’Hearn suf- 
fered no injury against Princeton and 
the coaches are holding him and George 
Becket in reserve for a series of emer- 
gency plays against the Crimson. Neale 
will be used at halfback during a large 
slice of Saturday's game. 

Head Coach Tad Jones and Line Coach 
Myron Fuller accompanied the varsity 
on its return. Charley Commerford, end 
coach, and Dr. Billy ‘Buk. coach of the 
frregulars, returned to New Haven ear- 
lier in the day and assisted Mac Aldrich, 
backfield coach, in putting the second 
string players and the scrubs through a 
dummy scrimmage practice and a long 
signal rehearsal.

PARIS, Nov. 21.—Slinded in the war 
and apparently robbed of a professional 
future, Maurice Bocquet, a young elec- 
trical’ engineer, has just given te his 
fellow blind an. invention that rlaces 
them in easy typographical communica- 
tion with the world. 

The invention harnesses electrically a 
Braille machine to an ordinary type- 
writer. The two machines are connected 
by a wire and while the regular typed 
copy is being made on the typewriter. 
electrically operated, the--Braille ma- 


chine turns out a raised letter copy. 
The Braille machine does not have to 

be in the same room and does not re- 

quire watching, so complete is the mech- 


ism. - 
Heretofore writing for the blind has 
been reserved to those trained in the 
use of the Braille machine—which nat- 
urally placed severe restrictions on the 
output. The new invention removes all 


restrictions and even permits writing for | 


the blind to be made supplementary to 
regular productions for persons who can 
see. The invention also makes it possi- 
ble for the blind to carry on typewritten 


correspondence, as they can verify the 


writing in the Braille duplicates.

Prices of Stocks Display Irregu- 
larity—Reaction in Foreign 
Exchanges. | 


It was an and spiritless stock 
market which developed yesterday and 
one which had all of the earmarks of| 
professional domination. Here and there 
prices were bid up, but.on the whole, 
trends either way were not consistently | 
maintained, ‘periods of strength being | 
succeeded by weakness and vice versa, 
so that the net result was a somewhat 
airmless churning about of prices with-; 
out any guide-mark ‘to establish either. 
a firm or a weak position. The Presi- 
dent’s address to Congress was without 
particular significance so far as the 
market, was concerned and no other 
news developments of a character to 
Sway prices were to be _ discovered. 
There was further evidence of short sell- 
ing in the case of certain issues but the 
endeavors of speculators for the decline 
did not méet with any degree of success 
so far as the marketsas a whole was 
concerned. In brief, the marketwas one 
which might be described as a waiting 
affair. After the drastic decline whith 
has taken place from high levels of the 
year there is no general disposition to 
espouse the short side at the moment, 
and on the other hand, it seems that 
speculators for the rise have been some- 
what -intimidated and are willing to 
stand by and await dévelopments. As 
compared with the big markets of the 
year, that of yesterday was decidedly 
curtailed as to volume of transactions. 

Whereas there had been strength in 
the foreign exchanges on Monday, there 
was yesterday a sharp reaction in prac- 
tically all of the rates of major impor- 
tance. The impetus for the buoyant rise 
of Monday had been derived from cov- 
ering by speculators for the decline and 
it would seem by the action of yester- 
day’s market that this covering had 
about run its course. At least, there 
was no short covering to speak of and 
the exchanges lost mich of their gain 
of the preceding day. That rates did not 
hold firm was probably due to the 
pressure of trade bills forced upon the 
market when demand was light. Ex- 
change on London closed at $4.48%, a 
loss of nearly one cent, and French 
francs were down slightly more than 
one-quarter of a point. Lire reacted to 
4.55%. Marks and guilders, after a 
firm opening, were heavy, as were the 
Scandinavian rates. 

In the cotton market attention was di- 
rected to the census figures on ginning, 
which showed 8,869,857 bales. This was 
ja total that was in line with expecta- 
\ tions here and appears to afford evi- 
| dence that the actual crop will be not 
|much greater than 10,000,000 bales, 
Prices here rose sharply and the Liver- 
pool market gave evidence of a change 
;of views as to the crop of cotton to be 
| egmected in this country. The foreign 
market, it seems, has been laboring 
under the impression that the crop had 
been underestimated and this would ac- 
count for the reluctance of Liverpool to 
follow New York in prices. The last two 
ginning reports, however, have tended 
to bring a readjustment of this opinion. 
The rise of cotton in yesterday’s market 
was to a certain extent to be attributed 
to covering by speculators for the de- 
cline coupled with an increase in mill 
demand. These two factors worked in 
conjunction with the ginning report, 
which had a decided effect in forcing a 
rapid upturn at Liverpool, 

The grain market also followed with a 
direct reversal of what had prevailed 
during the opening day of the week, 
when prices were reactionary. Wheat 
advanced in the late trading, and like- 
wise, corn, with oats and rye following 
to higher levels. The rise in part was a 
product of covering by speculators for 
the decline, combined with a _ certain 
measure of buoyancy to be derived by 
purchases for long account on the 
strength of reports of a smaller 
Australian crop than had been antici- 
| pated.

A FRANCO-CANADIAN TREATY 


Dominion Minleterae Negotiate a 
Commerclal™ Accord. 


PARIS, Nov. 21 (Assoctdted Press).—

Cabinet were not included in the judg- 
ment. Trial of the latter for involving 
Bulgaria in the World War has been 
in progress for more than a year.

URGES HELPING EUROPE 
WITH RAW MATERIALS 


President Crowell of Stock Ex- 


change, in Akron Speech, Favors 
Assistance by Firms. 


AKRON, Ohio, Nov. 21.—American 
business firms can do more to aid in the 
rehabilitation of Europe than the United 
States Government can accomplish, if 
they go about it in the right way, Sey- 
mour L. Crowell, President. of the New 
York Stock Exchange, said in an ad- 
dress tonight before the Rotary Club 
here. 

The principal European’ countries 
whose resources have been dissipated by 
the war, Mr. Crowell pointed out, de- 
pended for the support of their people 
upon what they manufactured and ex- 
ported above their own needs. To con- 
tinue or resume this process, he said, 
they required large supplies of raw ma- 
terlals, but they had no ready capital 
with which to buy this excess raw mate- 
rial now. 

‘* Something practical must be done,” 
he sald, ‘‘ toward furnishing the raw 
materiat which Europe needs or ca- 
lamity will overtake the world. My own 
opinion is that our big business insti- 
tutions can do more in a practical way 
to aid Europe than our Government can 
do.”’ 

As an example of what he had in mind, 
he said that if the great steel corpora- 
tions could furnish Europe with steel 
on credit up to $10,000,000, with a liberal 
extension of time for payment, wonder- 
ful benefit would result. 

‘The most’ natural country in which 
to try such an experiment,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ would be Russia, and the type 
of goods, of course, would be those 
which foster farming. My idea is that} 
factories could be taken over, that seed 
could be supplied at nominal cost, that 
the people of the district thus indus- 
trially situated could be employed and 
that if the experiment met with success 
it would be contagious and many of our 
great corporations would follow suit | 
and in time we would find many coun- 
tries in Europe receiving aid.’’ 

Referring to affairs in the United 


States, Mr. Crowell saia that investment 
bankers could render the country a great 
service by cultivating the confidence of 
the farmer and helping to solve the} 
problems of land values and speculation, 
marketing, transportation and rural 
credits. To eliminate fake stock promo- 
tions he advocated the passage of laws| 
similar to those in England, requiring | 
full publicity in connection with the is- | 
suance of securities. He denied that} 
the New York Stock Exchange was}!

EF you and I had begun life together in 1880, 
or thereahouts— 


And had started on even terms as to opportunity and 
influence and a lack of financial backing, along 
with 98 other average youngsters, all in the same 
boat— 


And if we had kept in touch with the other 98 as we 
grew up and settled down to earn our ways in 
the world, until today when we are all hovering

I wonder if you could tell me offhand just how and 
where our average one hundred men would 
stand?

My job gets right down to earth and on top of it. 
The thing I have.to talk to men about keeps 
their feet on the ground all the time.
